. Effective game protection on Vancou- 
ver Island, especially that portion of it 
lying within the hounds of the E. & N. 
railway grant, is the next matter which 
the ('. P. 1!. company intends dealing 
with. The officials in the first 
place, intend bringing pressure to hear 
upon the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments with the object ill view of BO 
amending the (lame act as to make it 
possible to' successfully conduct a cum- 
! puign against lliose in tin' habit of 
shooting or fishing out of season. They 
contemplate, also, setting aside a large 
tract of the company's land on the 
Island a< a reserve. To do this it would 
be necessary to obtain governmental 011- 
dorsnlion bat. those concerned, believe, 
when the advantages of tin 1 proposal to 
the whole community are outlined no se- 
ri'iits objection will be offered. 

There are clauses in the provincial act 
in reference to shooting giving specific 
classes, such as miners, Indians and oth- 
ers, permission to kill game of any va- 
riety at any season of the year. This 
leaves a loop-hole which many "pot- 
I hunters" take advantage of with the re- 
! suit that the birds are rapidly becoming 
scarcer, the prospect being that before 
long they will be altogether extermin- 
ated. It therefore, will be necessary that 
these provisions be changed or to some 
, extent modilied. Hut an even more vital 
! point and one which, in hue years, has 
! led to the serious depredation of the trout 
] which abound in the lakes and streams 
! of the Island, is the misunderstanding ex 
i i.sting between the provincial and federal 
j authorities in respect to the jurisdiction 
' over these waters. An endeavor will be 
I made by the ('. 1'. I!, to overcome this 
difficulty so that legislation may be in- 
troduced under which it will hi; possible 
I to prosecute any persons fishing at any 
I other but the stated open seasons. 
! These are the initial steps which the 
! C. 1'. It. company will have to lake be- 
fore being able to carry into effect the 
proposition of setting aside a reserve. 
This idea -was broached some lime ago 
| and was opposed by many local sports- 
j men. It was claimed thai, under any 
I circumstances, the officials of that cor- 
poratiou had no power to point to any 
1 strip of property, whether or not it lay 
within their land grant, and say to the 
general public "yon must not shoot there- 
on; if you do yon will be considered 
'poachers and treated as. such." Before 
they could do this they would have to 
fence in the entire sfrip upon Which it 
was their intention to forbid trespass- 
ing. As the major portion of the grant, 
particularly thai lying within easy dis- 
tance of Victoria or Nnnnimo nr any 
communities, was honeycombed with 
j public roads and private acreage, lite 
i fencing of that belonging to them would 
be so expensive an undertaking as to 
render il out of the question. Rut this 
proves somewhat inaccurate. If the ( '. 
P. It. can induce the provincial govern- 
ment to see eye to eye with its policy, 
i tin- former may lay aside a certain area 
wili. in the B. & N. gram by means ol 
special legislation and declare il a legit- 
imate reserve.

conservatism in regard to one of the 
minor but vastly important assets which 
it is called upon to conserve as owner of 
the E. & X. lands. 

Vancouver Island lias gained a world- 
wide reputation as a hunting and fishing 
resort. Its fame in this respect has been 
heralded abroad through government 
pamphlets and Tourist association book- 
lets to such an extent that hunters and 
anglers by the hundred have journeyed 
from all parts ol' the world to share in 
the sport assured by ihe olllciai publica- 
tions. In a majority of cases the stran- 
gers have had no cause to regret their 
visit, game has been fairly plentiful if 
one went far enough afield in pursuit, 
but it is sorrowfully acknowledged by 
local sportsmen that ihe past few years 
have witnessed a serious diminution of 
game birds, animals ami fishes, in the 

re accessible pans of the Island. The 

increase of population and the spread o 
settlement may account in a small mens 
ure for this state of affairs, but the prin 
cipal cause of the scarcity of game ca:i 
be summed up into (wo words — hind 
quate protection. 

The (lame act provides: 

11. Nothing in this act shall he con- 
strued as prohibiting any resident, farm 
er, or employee of such farmer, resident 
on the farm, and authorized by him, 
from killing at any time deer that tire 
found pasturing within the cultivated 
lields of said farmer. 1002. c. 28, s. 2. 

12. The provisions of this act shall 
not apply to Indians or resident farmers 
in unorganized districts of this province, 
with regard to deer killed for their own 
or their families' immediate use, for food 
only, and not for the purpose of sale or 
trallic; nor shall this act apply in unor- 
ganized districts to free miners actually 
engaged in placer mining or prospecting, 
or lo surveying or engineering parlies en- 
gaged in their duiies, -who may kill game 
for food, nor shall this act apply to the 
curator of the provincial museum, or his 
assistant, assistants, or agent (appointed 
by him in writing), while collecting speci- 
mens of natural history for the provin- 
cial museum: 

(a) Unorganized districts under this 
section shall he and menu such portions 
of the province as the lieutenant-governor 
in-council may, by proclamation in two 
successive issues of the British Columbia 
Gazette, define as such: 

(h) It shall In- unlawful for Indians 
not residents of this province lo kill 
game at any time of 'he year: 

(c'l It shall not be'lawful for Indians 
(o kill does or fawns from the first day 
of February until ihe first day of August. 
1808. c. 24. s. .12; ISI02. c. 28, s. 5; 1000, 
c. 2.), s. li. 

Unfortunately for Vancouver Island it 
is an "unorganized district," nnd pot 
hunters under the guise of "free miners," 
are free to shool game at all seasons; 
certain degenerate sportsmen, masquer- 
ading as fanners or "ranchers." take ad- 
vantage of ihe law to slaughter bird and 
beast for the mere sensation of killing, 
and Indians, untrammelled by the net. 
prey upon every liviiiL' creature in and 
out of season, encouraged in their law- 
lessness by unscrupulous whites who are 
always ready to buy the game and fish. 
Il goes without saying tun I Ihe legis- 
lature was sincere in framing the law 
ami that the act is intended to prevent 
the illegal killing of game and fish, hut 
the machinery for enforcing ils pro- 
visions and bringing offenders to justice 
is far from being efficient. Mr. Bryan 
Williams, provincial game warden, is do- 
ing all that is possible .villi the material 
a I liis command, but. in so vast a terri- 
tory ami with a large element in the 

nmunity avowedly antagonistic lo 

game protection, his efforts are con- 
-t.nilh frustrated and will continue lobe 
ineffectual until I hey are strongly and 
earnestly backed by public opinion. 
While a considerable class in every dis- 
trict continues lo evade Ihe law. or seis 
itself at defiance under cover of "righfs," 
an army of game wardens will provo i i- 
snfllcienf. and in. I until people come I o 
I. ink upon the game of the province as 
■ lie of it.s important assets and revenue 
producers will Ihe law be respected. 
The Company's Proposal 
The Canadian Pacific railway, fully 
alive to the importance of preserving 
the game and fish of Vancouver Island 
I'm- purposes of legitimate sport and, 
knowing that al Ihe present rale of in- 
discriminate slaughter ihe forests ami 
si reams would be depleted in a few 
years, will take immediate ami vigorous 
action in enforcing the law. .1. S. Den- 
nis, assistant to the second vice-presi- 
dent, outlined the company's position nnd 
intentions for the Colonist as follows:

Nanaimo, B. C, 'Dec. 8. — (Special.)— 
A storm broke over this city shortly be- 
fore midnight on Thursday and raged 
with cyclonic velocity for five hours. Old 
timers say H was the worst, blow they 
have experienced in forty years. At one 
o'clock the gale reached a velocity of 
sixty-two niiles an hour and continued 
with unabated fury until 4:30 a. m. when 
it passed to the eastward, leaving the 
horizon clear and sunny. 

The damage done in the city will mean 
a loss of several thousand dollars. The 
Telephone company will be the heaviest 
loser. 

The telegraph wires, north and south, 
were also broken, the city being shut 
off from outside communication for the 
day. 

On Commercial street the front of 
Hill's jewelry store came down with a 
crash: a handsome window in the Wal- 
lace Street Methodist church, valued at 
$400, was smashed while a large two- 
story stable on Milton street and out- 
houses, sheds, trees, fences nnd side- 
walks all over the city were destroyed. 
Fears for Herring Fleot 

No reports having been received from 
outside places, it is impossible to esti- 
mate the full extent of the damage, hut 
judginig from the force of the gale and 
the warning issued by the weather bu- 
reau at Victoria that the storm would 
involve the eastern portion of the coast, 
it would not be surprising within the 
next day or two to learn of many dis- 
asters to the herring fleet which left here 
Thursday. Out in the bay as far as can 
be ascertained, no serious damage Was 
done. 

Ship Cast6 Off Linos 

'The big steamer Hercules* loading 
5,000 Ions of coal for San Francisco 
was compelled to cast off her lines and 
steam out into the harbor. The wind 
blew so hard that the sailors had all 
they could do to remain on deck. 

Tlwe Ksejuimalt & Nanaimo railway 
morning train which leaves Wellington 
at 7:r>"i and usually makes the run to 
here in fifteen minutes, did not arrive 
till 1 I :.'',(). The crew had a strenuous 
experience, the train having to slop 
every few yards to remove trees which 
had ' fallen across ihe track. 

Fierce on the Fraser 

New Westminster, 1!. C, Dec. 8.— 
The wind storm of Thursday night was 
severely felt by shipping along the Fra»»* 
river, and the crews of a number of ves- 
sels had hair-raising experiences. A I 
Steveston, the waves rolled, in from the 
gulf mountains high, and il soon became 
apparent thai the steamer Transfer, 
which was tied up there, would have 
to strike for another berth or be hanged 
lo pieces against the wharf. The cap- 
lain therefore ordered the boat to be 
cast loose, and proceeded to make for 
Wesfluuri island. The old boat rolled 
and staggered about and the Waves 
washed Ihe deck throughout ihe trip. 
Some of the crew fel! seasick, and from 
ihe captain down they were all Very 
thankful when a safe place was found 
to tie up on the lee side of Wosiliinn 
island. During I he trip across Ihe river 
one of the bonis was blown from Ihe 
davits and landed on flic opposite side 
of the vessel. 

The Kamona was tied up at the Cliil- 
liwnck landing singe when (be worst of 
the squall struck it, and all lines except 
the head line were broken and ihe ves- 
sel was in danger of drifting from ils 

11 hugs. Assistance was al hand, and 

a number of lines were (brown ashore 
and made fast. 

The steamer Favorite was at .Mission, 
when it.s heavy lifeboat was lifted tip 
bodily, and thrown clear across the deck 
house into I lie Fraser, where il hung, 
half in and half mil of the water, sus- 
pended by one line. The steamer was 
moved to the most sheltered spot avail- 
able and rode mil the storm without SIIS- 
i aiui'ig a ay da mage. 

Along the water front a number of 
fishing boats were stove in by being lifted 
up and banged against the wharves and 
landing stages. 

Old limns along the river state that 
tlicj never before saw such waves on 
the fraser. and never experienced a 
worse wind here than that of Thursday 
night. 

Throughout the city sign b als and 

fences were Mown down, and a num- 
ber of trees were spoiled by having their 
limbs torn oft and broken.

An accident occurred ni Eburne that 
may result fatally for (i. 10. Weston, ,1, 
Petri" ami W. .1. Sprague, wdio wee en- 
gaged in i leering land there, were asleep 
in their shuck when the v. ho! blew a (all 
lir tree across ihe roof of the little house, 
crushing il like an egg shell. Weston 
wa ■ pinned across a trunk. Peter was 

knocked lo the Hour. His collar I 

was broken ami probably his back, while 
Sprague was bruised in many places. The 
hitler, however, was able |o free himself, 
and securing an axe ami a saw lie sot 
about releasing his comrades. He ac- 
complished I. is task and a doctor was 
immediately called for as Peter was in 
a very bad way. The II. ( '. Electric com- 
pany sent out a special car ami (be in- 
jured men were taken lo a hospital i:i 
Vancouver. Slight hopes are held oui 
for Peter's recovery. 



President Mara, of Victoria Board of Trade, Scores Fed- 
eral Authorities for Failure to Provide 



Life-Saving Facilities 



should be 
been done 



"The importance of providing every 
possible facility for the saving of the 
lives of those shipwrecked on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island has been strik- 
ingly demonstrated this week in the nar- 
row escape of the officers and crew of 
the castaway bark Column," re- 
marked J. A. Mara, president of the 
Board of Trade yesterday. This was a 
question, in his opinion, of the Utmost 
importance; it was of more vital con 
sequence than the majority of Victorians 
seemed to realize. AVhile it was only 
right that the Dominion government 
en credit for what had 
the way of establishing 
new lighthouses and other such works, 
since the Valencia catastrophe had for- 
cibly shown the necessity for tsome ac- 
tion, he thought the members of the fed- 
eral administration were open to severe 
criticism for their hesitancy in carrying 
out other recommendations. He referred 
to the construction of a trail along the 
West coast and the establishment of a 
modern lifeboat station at BaniGeld 
creek. 

Renewed Agitation Required 

Mr. Mara thought the time bad come 
for those living on Vancouver Island lo 
once more petition the federal authori- 
ties to do something lo prevent, as far 
as possible, the continuance of the se- 
ries of fatalities which heretofore had 
taken place annually on the West 
coast. It was true that: it was a diffi- 
cult, in fact, almost an impracticable un- 
dertaking, to make that rockbound sea- 
board at all safe for mariners at the 
stormy seasons of the year. But he 
thought that by the cutting of a first- 
class road and by the placing of a fair- 
ly fast motor boat at Bamlield, it would 
be possible to save many lives. At any 
rate it would be some satisfaction to 
know that insofar as it was humanly 
possible, everything had been done to 
provide for t lie rescue of those whose 
vessels were dismantled and lives placed 
in jeopardy of that exceedingly treach- 
erous coast. 

Lesson of the Valencia 

Mentioning the ill-fated steamer Val- 
encia, President Mara outlined the con- 
ditions under which that vessel had been 
thrown upon the rocks: She had lodged 
within a stone's throw of the beacli and, 
ho contended, it was an acknowledged 
fact that had the coast trail been more 
open and the appliances usually kept on 
hand at the up-to-date wicckimg sta- 
tions along the coast of England, been 
within reasonable distance, a lino could 
have been tossed to the ship and the ma- 
jority of the crew and passengers saved. 
That alone. President Mara thouight, 
should have been sufficient to have 
moved the government to adopt an ag- 
gressive policy. But it hadn't. After a 
long delay some work had been done, 
such as the building of light houses oil 
Green island. Trial island, Pine island, 
Lucy island mid Pachena point. A fog 
horn, also, had been placed at Egg 
island. These undertakings, however 
were not altogether what was wanted. 
They were of a preventive character. 
What was needed was some method for 
saving shipwrecked people — the crow and 
passengers of vessels which had been 
placed beyond control as a result of Ihe 
storms of the Pacific Northwest and 
which were drifting, or had already be- 
come wrecked upon some of the many 
rocks which marked the coast: of this 
vicinity. 

Where the Fault Lies v 

Credit, Mr. Mara acknowledged, was 
due Hon. Win. Templeman, minister of 
inland revenue, for the efforts he had 
put forth lo have the recommendations 
made bv the Board of Trad 
had been backed by siniila 
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and the minister 
of the building of a trail, the placing of 
a suitable lifeboat in this locality, and 
ihe carrying out of every other scheme 
likely to' prove useful in the saving of 
life." Hon. Mr. Fielding, however, op- 
posed the proposition. He pointed as 
justification for his disapproval to the re- 
port of Col. Anderson, the engineer of 
ihe department, This did mil endorse | 
ihe suggested trail because of ils ex- 
pense. 

It was much to bo regretted, President 
Mara continued, that when tin: Domin- 
ion government was annually boasting of 
a surplus approximating from $12,000,- 
01)0 to $14,000,000 il was found so hard 
to vote a few thousands for the carry- 
ing out of such a work on the Pacific 
coast, while ships plying on the St. Law- 

re -iver and along Ibe coast of Nova 

Scotia were well protected, lliose waters 
beintg even belter lighted than the streets 
of Victoria. 

Protection on Atlantic 
'•Thai may be correel bill isn't the 
trade on the Atlantic coast 
vim- than here'.'" queried the 



reference to this very important mat- 
ter. To an extent the recommendation* 
of the different local organizations hud 
been followed but the most particular 
points had been overlooked. The neces- 
sity for a iifesnving station with a prop- 
erly propelled boat bad been pointed out 
shortly after the wreck of the Valencia. 
Since then there had been other ship- 
wrecks and more lives lost. It was u 
hard thing to say; but he thought that, 
in a measure, the Dominion government 
was responsible for these. Some effec- 
tive scheme of rescue might have been 
carried out had there been a boat on 
hand and an easy trail running alonlg 
the coast. Hut there were neither aud 
consequently boats wrecked in that lo- 
cality -would inevitably drift on the 
rocks; and, as all acquainted with the 
coast knew, once a vessel reached that 
condition there, the chance for the crew 
or passengers was very slim indeed. It 
had only been a mere providential coin- 
cidence thai Ihe C. (i. S. Quadra had 
happened to be nearby when Mrs. Pet- 
erson, after her plucky trip over the 
rough trail between Cape Bcule nnd 
Bamlield, had reported that a disabled 
bark was drifting to destruction and cur- 
rying to a wateuy grave those unfor- 
tunates aboard. "Had the Quadra not 
been availa'hle, what would have hap- 
pened?" he asked. It did not require 
much perspicuity lo answer that ques- 
tion. Therefore the most recent West 
coast wreck emphasized the necessity 
for more adequate protection for the 
mariners plying on this coast ' and, he 
thought: Victorians should arouse them- 
selves to place the matter before the 
federal authorities in such a light that 
they could not help seeing that their pe- 
titioners were in earnest and that the 
matter was one which required imme- 
diate attention. 

Victorians Too Apathetio 

Mr. Mara thought that some of the 
blame for the delay in bringing this 
matter to an issue was lo he laid at the 
doors of Victorians. They -were too 
apathetic. For a few weeks or months 
after tiie Valencia wreck they had be- 
come excited, passed resolutions, nnd dis- 
cussed the question of lifesaving stations, 
etc., with every enthusiasm and appar- 
ent determination. But. (here all efforts 
ceased. Once the reports and the reso- 
lutions had been sent to Ottawa the 
general interest subsided. It; had been 
revived at intervals but each revivol had 
been weaker than the last. And so the 
question had been allowed to drag. When 
the local Liberals had been asked the 
reason for the delay they had been dis- 
posed to make excuses for flic party in 
control at the Dominion capital. They 
had asserted, for instance, that: it was 
the duly of Ihe provincial government to 
join hands with the federal administra- 
tion in meetiutg the expense of construct- 
ing the trail desired. Mr. Mara was 
of the opinion that this argument was 
ridiculous on the face of it. The road- 
way wanted would not open the coun- 
try for settlors, it was not being re- 
quested by the residents of the West 
coast as a means of access to their scat- 
tered homesteads; but it. was a public 
undertaking for the good of the general 
public. Jt was distinctly within the de- 
partment of the Dominion government to 
safe-guard in every way possible the 
lives of those who might bo placed in 
the terrible predicament of those ship- 
wrecked. As well might Ihe provincial 
administration be asked to construct 
light houses. 

Not a Party Issue 

But, Mr. Mara continued, it was not 
right that such a question should become 
a party issue. He thought it should be 
dealt with outside party politics. There 
was no question in respect lo the fact 
(hat il was the Dominion government's 
duty to build a trail and to provide a 
modern lifeboat, placed at some conven- 
ient spol along (he West coast, prefer- 
ably Banilield creek, and to maintain 
also a competent lifesaving crew of ade- 
quate size. The mailer, he understood, 
would be taken up nl Ihe next meetinu 
of the Hoard of Trade and he hoped 
all members would demonstrate their in- 
lerest by attending. He thought, also, 
it would be well for all local organiza- 
tion lo join in impressing upon the Do- 
minion government the imperative neces- 
sity of some action by explaining Ihe 
seriousness of the situation and empha- 
sizing ihe determination of all Victor- 
ians that something should be done 
without delay.

Then there 
are the trout and salmon which afford 
splendid .sport, and grouse, pheasants, 
I ducks, geese, snipe and numerous other 
j wild fowl, and the unprotected bear, wild 
! eat, lynx and wolf, which should fur- 
I nish amusement and profit to many who 
I now waste their energy and ammunition 
in the destruction ot game at forbidden 

The C. P. K. does not claim owner- 
ship of the game on its land and has no 
i desire to interfere in any way with legit- 
imate sport, but it i« determined that the 
K. & X. land grant shall be a game pre- 
serve in the sense that those who break 
the law will be brought to justice. 'I " 
this end the company lias secured tic; 
servics of Mr. \V. 11. Heuld, a hunter o 
world wide fame, who has been gazetted 
us a depulv game warden anil will act 
in co-operation with ftlr. Bryan W II 
limits, provincial game warden. Blr. 
Heald has been on Vancouver Island for 
several months and in an t.nollicial ca- 
pacity has visited every part of il for 
the purpose of •'sizing up" the situation. 
His investigations show beyond question 
that Ihe game net is being infringed with 
iinpunitv every day in Ihe year. Item- 
are slaughtered for their heads, grouse 
and pheasants for tlie sake of practice, 
ami fish are dynamited, netted and trap- 
ped. The offenders are no! pontine:! to 
am- one class of the community, though 
Indians are the chief sinners in the mat- 
ter of tish; many otherwise reputable 
persons ami even members of sporting 
clubs are found among the culprits. Ihe 
company declares that these reprehen- 
sible practices must be stopped, and ll 
Mr. Heald is unable to have tlie law car- 
ried out through his personal efforts he 
will lie provided with as many assistants 
as may be required to secure a strict 
enforcement «f the game act. 

Mr. Heald litis hunted big and small 
game in almost every country in the 
world and assures Mr. Dennis that Van- 
couver Island offers greater attractions 
lo .sportsmen than any other territory of 
like extent on the face of the earth, and, 
like all Into sportsmen, he is strongly 
convinced of ihe absolute necessity for 
protection if Ihe Island is to preserve its 
reputation and profit by its magnificent 
Mocks and herds of wild game. He 
hunted in Africa at a lime when his 
kraal would be surrounded every morning 
by big game, elephants, elands. Iiarie- 
beesles, giraffes, zebras, etc. (while lions 
prowled about during the night), and wit- 
nessed wiUi sorrow the wanton destruc- 
tion of those splendid animals lill at the 
present day the survivors are few and 
very hard to get. A hunting license in 
Africa costs §250, and with incidental 
expenses one who shoots an elephant or 
a lion pays front $7,000 to $10,000 for 
his sport. The bulk of tlie money Is 
spent locally for supplies, transportation 
and assistance, and is a very important 

ite f revenue to the government and 

the people of the colony. Hunting ex- 
peditions on Vancouver Island in search 
of elk, bear and other big game, though 
not nearly so costly, would be propor- 
tionally profitable to the community, a 
fact which should enlist every public- 
minded citizen under the banner of game 
protection. 

The preservation of the rivers and 
lakes is quite as important as the pro- 
tection of same, and it is unfortunate 
tiial there should exist a conflict of juris- 
dietion between the Dominion and pro- 
vincial authorities. The game act pro- 
vides a close season for trout hill the 
Dominion fisheries act has no such pro- 
vision and consequently the tish is at the 
mercy of nil comers at all seasons, h 
is the intention of the < '. I'. It. to en- 
deavor lo secure the adoption of a re- 
strictive regulation by the Dominion 
government, and meantime the existing 
regulations forbidding the netting, trap- 
ping and dynamiting of salmon and trout 
will be enforced whenever possible. In 
the ('owiehnn river and other lisliing 
streams the destruction of fish by In- 
dians is appalling, from April to An 
gust of this year a single Indian killed 
about live cart-loads ■ >!" salmon per Week 
by means of weirs built solidly across 
the stream so that the passage of fish 
larger than a minnow was impossible. 
This man's catch amounted to about foul 
tons of tish and was sold to the people 
of the neighborhood for $800. When the 
tish are running thousands crowd against 
Ihe weirs and are crushed or drowned 
by the pressure of other thousands In 
their attempt to reach the spawning 
grounds. This ruthless destruction of 
fish if allowed lo go on can have lint one 
result. Ihe depletion of the lakes ami 
si reams and an end to lisliing for pleas- 
ure. In many of the I'llited Stales 
where lish preservation has 1 n neglect- 
ed ihe governments and lisliing clubs arc- 
spending large sums of money in restock- 
ing lakes and streams which mice 
swarmed witli game lish, having recog- 
nized when too :.iti> the value of the 
as-.pl los| through public apathy II lid 
private greed. 

The ('. I'. U. would be materially 
aided in the effort t«i protect the lish by 
ih,. united action of owners of land bor- 
dering Ihe lisliing streams. If these gen- 
llenien would agree to preserve the 
waters on their properties the work of 
I lie gallic wardens would be very much 
simplified ami the small cost incurred 
would bo recouped many limes over if 
,|,e proprietors cured to lease or sell fish- 
ing privileges. As an example of what 
mil) lie done and file benefits lo be de- 
rived from preserving the water, Ihe fol- 
lowing statement is submitted:

Canadian and United States Gov- 
ernments Told of Mrs. Pat- 
erson's Bravery 



CAPTAIN AND CREW RELATE STORY 



Survivors of West Coast Wreck Pro- 
ceed Home — Full of Thankful- 
ness at Being Saved 




Capt. Glttldin, agent of marine, ill his 
report to Ottawa concerning the disas- 
ter to the lumber-laden bark Colomu, 
and the rescue of her crew by the 
Quadra, has drawn attention to the 
heroism of Mrs. Thomas I'aterson, of 
ihe Cape Benle light, who made her 
way over the d illicit It trail to despatch 
the government steamer in the rescue 
of the men who were huddled on the 
vessel's poop, fearful lest the vessel 
should break up beneath their feet or 
that .-hi 1 be dashed on to the rocks of 
the Island coast. 

L'niled Slates consul, Hon. A. E. 
Smith, has forwarded a similar report, 
to the L'niled Stales government; and 
shipping men, all loud in their praises of 
till' brave woman, whose deeds in cou- 
lieclion with the Valencia disaster and 
other wrecks near Cape lleale have been 
so notable, are discussing steps to be 
taken to endeavor lo secure for Mrs. 
I'aterson and the boat's crew of the 
Quadra the Humane Society's medal for 
life-saving. 

Mr. I'aterson had to remain at his 
post, to beep the light, but he had a 
boat ready to attempt a rescue of the 
unfortunates had the vessel driven into 
(.'ape lleale. as was threatened. Mean- 
while his plucky wife made her way at 
all speed over the trail. Only those wlio 
know the West Coast trails can realize 
what this mentis. The distance is about 
four mid a half miles, but the way is 
difficult. Capt. ,1. Searle, who returned 
from Cape Beulc on the last trip of Ihe 
Queen City, occupied two aud a half 
hours in making bis way over that trail 
on November 28, when the weather was 
fine. He says he was mired to his knees 
in places, bad lo clamber over stumps, 
force his way through undergrowth and 
climb over rocks. What il would be 
under the conditions such as must have 
been met when Mrs. l'atersou hurried 
to Bamfield with her appeal for aid for 
those in danger can be imagined. Quag- 
mires, despite Ihe rotted corduroying, 
trees felled by the gale to block the way, 
and other difficulties menaced her path, 
and meanwhile Ihe storm continued. 
Hour after hour the courageous woman 
pressed on, though, realizing that ten 
lives depended on her -struggle — and 
thoroughly worn out she at lust reached 
the McKay house near Bamfield, There 
she got a boat aud with Mrs. McKay 
started to row lo where the Quadra lay 
at anchor in Bamfield creek, when Capt. 
liackett and two seamen were met com- 
ing shoreward. The message was quick- 
ly given: 

"There's a ship going ashore near 
Cape Lleale, half a mile from the rocks, 
and the men are in the rigging." 

Then ihe Quadra hurried to effect the 
rescue Mrs. Patersou's heroic journey 
made possible. 

When tin' Quadra rounded Cape 
lleale the shipwrecked men saw a raft 
drift away on which they had thought 
to float, trusting to providence to waft 
them In safety. Then they saw the 
steamer's smoke and knew they were 
saved. Had the Quadra been delayed 
four hours later, said Capt. Allison yes- 
terday, all hands would have been lost. 
Even hud she not blown on shore, w<hich 
seemed probable, the wreck -would not 
have held together for more than four 
hours more. ') 

"We all owe our lives to Mrs. Pater- 
son, and to these brave men who took 
us off," he said. "1 must write to Mrs. 
Peterson to thank her from the bottom 
of my heart for my own life and those 
of my crew." 

The boat's crew of the Quadra which 
look the shipwrecked men from the 
wreck was in charge of Second Officer 
McDonald and manned by Chris Fisher, 
P. Roach, II. Cox and .1. Evans, able 
seamen. They went to the wreck in a 
heavy, sea with the port working boat, 
and did their work well. 

In Many Wrecks 

Capt. Allison, of Ihe lost Coloma, has 
been in no less than four shipwrecks; 
in one he was the only survivor. In 
1KS8 the schooner Charles E. Schmidt 
was lost off Itockoport, Massachusetts. 
The crew look to the rigging and drop- 
ped all' one by one. When tlie lifeboat 
reached the wreck he alone was left, 
and was the only man saved. Ho was 
master of the bnrkentinc Henry Mer- 
ridy, which was lost in the Bahamas. 
Tlie vessel became waterlogged and was 
abandoned, the crew all reaching one of 
Ihe Bahama buys safely in the vessel's 
bonis. On another occasion in the West 
Indies he was shipwrecked when he had 
command of the schooner John It. Mat- 
ihewson, all ihe schooner's company 
reaching shore in safely,

Me 
was met at Nanaimo on Tuesday by 
.Mr. Grant, M. V.I'., and on arrival the 
same night here received an enthusias- 
tic reception at the station, where a big 
crowd and the Cumberland brass band 
bad assembled to welcome the distin- 
guished visitor. 

On Wednesday night otic of the larg- 
ets meetings ever seen in Cumberland 
was held in the Cumberland hall, Mr. 
John Matthews in the chair, to hear tho 
premier speak. 

Mr. itohert Granl, M. 1'. I'., led off 
with a few words, evoking a hurst of 
applause when he described Mr. Mc- 
Bridc 11s the ablest and best premier the 
province ever had. 

.1. 1!. Bennett, the Liberal candidate, 
who was present by invitation, followed, 
attacking with the stock opposition ar- 
guments, the school act, the Kaien island 
deal and the Columbia & Western act; 
while he declared that better terms was 
being used to take away attention from 
the government misdeeds. 

The premier, in a forceful and lucid 
manner, made short work of Mr. Ben- 
nett's arguments and declared amid ap- 
plause that the opposition had no policy, 
but suffered from a chronic disease — to 
find fault with everything the govern- 
ment did. A couple of Liberals who 
attempted to heckle the premier had 
their own arguments turned against 
themselves 11 mid the laughter of the au- 
dience. During the evening the premier 
made the important announcement that 
British Columbia fruit had again carried 
off first honors at the London exhibition 
and that be had received word, from 
Victoria that that afternoon an arrange- 
ment hud been arrived at with the Sal-

THE PIONEERS. 

On Friday night the Pioneers Society 
gflve their thirty-sixth annual dinner, 
and this seems ;i fitting occasion to say 
something about the men. ivlio founded 
British Col ii nihil) and their place in the 
history of the Empire. We are apt to 
forget wlinl is due to those who have 
gone before ns. Their ways seem n lit- 
tle old-fashioned, and some of their ideas 
not exactly wli.it ivp arc pleased to re- 
gard as u|)-to-dale; but when wo take 
time lo form n jtmt estimate of their 
labors, we lenru more of their value. 
The greater half of the Continent be- 
longs to the British Empire, and t lie 
men who were chiefly instrumental in 
keeping ii under the (lug were neither 
statesmen nor soldiers, but those whom 
we refer I" r.s pioneers. In the East 
they bear [ho name United Empire Loy- 
n lists; in the West we linve no other 
inline for Iheni than that of Pioneers. 
The work of the United Empire Loy- 
alists is yearly becoming better appre- 
ciated, but great as it was, it would 
only have been partly successful, if it 
had not been supplemented by what 
-was done by those who laid the foun- 
dation of British rule on the Pacific 
iConst, 

>J-isi people know that the govern- 
ment of the Uuitoil Slates was at one 
time disposed to claim that the north- 
ern boundary of I lie territory acquired 
under the Louisiana Purchase was the 
parallel of ."VI dcg. 4U min. This is, ap- 
proximately, the southern limit of what 
then was Russian America, and as the 
latter whs afterwards acquired by the 
United Stales, it is evident that if Ihc 

policy of "fifty-four-forty" had prevailed 
that country would have owned the 
whole Pacific seaboard north of Mex- 
ico; the British possessions would have 
been confined to a fragment of what is 
now Canada and the great world-encir- 
cling .Empire, to which we are so proud 
to belong, would have been impossible. 
At the time of the settlement of the 
limitation; of the two countries, public 
opinion in England was absolutely in- 
different to what was done Willi this, 
then, remote portion of the world. The 
siory is an old familiar one of bow of- 
ficial England looked upon the whole 
region as a negligible quantity, some- 
thing thill might as well be got rid of 
jim retained. Bui the Pioneers were 
here. They brought with them British 
law ami British loyalty, and they had 
Ho mind to be handed over to the 
United Stales. In this they wore vig- 
orously supported by the influence of 
1h" Hudson* Bay Company. The inner 
history of the negotiations has not, and 
probably never will be, written; but 
enough appears on tho surface to show 
that if I he Pioneers had not remained 
■true to the flag under which they lived, 
another banner would fly over what is 
now British Columbia. But they were 
Staunch Britons every man of them, and 
jt is almost certain thai lo Ibeir firm 
loyally was due the stand which the 
Home government took on the boundary 
question. In view of the readiness with 
iwhicli the Foreign Office conceded 
claims of n doubtful character ad- 
vanced by Ihc L'uited States, it is more 
Ulan probable that if the then residents 
of what is now British Columbia had 
ibeen in any wnj desirous for n change 
of allegiance, nol a straw would hav« 
been thrown in their way. Thus it may 
fairly be claimed that to these men is 
due the grcul fuel thnt Canada reaches 
from ocean to ocean; that the hand of 
Empire around Hie earth is unbroken 
except by the sea; thai this magnificent 
domain <>n the shores of the -vast Paci- 
fic is under 1 the Union Jack. All honor 
to the men who made these things pos- 
sible. Their numbers are yearly becom- 
ing less. Many of them have gone lo 
their rest, bill their works do not wholly 
follow l hem. for by those works they 
made possible the 'Dominion and the 
•Empire, whose fame is daily growing in 
Splendor. 

iBul the Pioneers did more than this 
They not only kept the tlag Hying; bill 
they kept up the British tradition, l!y 
this we mean, not thai l hoy maintained 
close connection with the Old Land from 
'which most of Ihein came, nor that they 
cherished the memory of the deeds done 
elsewhere and in other limes by men 
Of their blood, but the British tradition 
of law, justly and fearlessly admin- 
istered. Among Empire builders, in the 
truest sense of the words, were Sir 
.[nines Douglas and Sir Matthew Bnillie 
Bcgbic. The world has rung with the 
funic of such men us Cecil .Rhodes and 
others, who undoubtedly did their share 
in the advancement of the glory of Brit- 
ain, hut they played their purl in the 
lime light of newspaper runic, and their 
rewards frequently took very substan- 
tial form. But Douglas and Bogbic 
worked in the obscurity of a little known 
Jnnd; they worked simply that they 
might do their duly us I hey saw it. 
iWlint liltle properly (hey left behind 
I hem came lo iheni as incidents ouly of 
their career, hul it can be said of them, 
as tho Roman poet said of himself : They 
builded monuments more lasting than 
brass and loftier than the pyramids. 
They built up that conception of ad- 
■ministration ami law, which makes our 
country today, though It has scarcely 
emerged from pioneer days, a hind where 
ennui rights prevail, and where tbdnttnie 



of the law and of the courts is every- 
where respected. This they could not 
have done unless they bad been stout- 
ly supported by public opinion among 
their contemporaries. All honor to the 
'Pioneers, who laid deep and strong in 
British Columbia the corner stones of 
British institutions. 

The record of the Pioneers contains 
many lessons of value to us who have 
followed them. As they were loyal to 
the Empire, so we should also he loyal. 
Doubtless they builded wiser than they 
knew, and doubtless we also, if we do 
our duty with the same faithfulness as 
they did theirs, will have the same thing 
said of us by and bye. As they stood 
for fearless and honest administration, 
so we should stand for the same. As 
we know the possibilities of our land 
tetter than they knew it, as we have 
learned to understand the word "Em- 
pire*' in n wider sense than they did, 
so our responsibilities are greater; and 
as the questions with which we have 
to deal are daily growing more and more 
complex than those with which they 
were confronted, so our task is more dif- 
licult. But their example will he pro- 
ii table to us, if we follow it. They 
solved all questions by bringing lo bear 
upon them the good old-fashioned sense 
of British justice and honor. If we do 
the same, we will find our greater and 
more complex problems far from un- 
solvable. 

It is pleasant to be able to write thus, 
while some of the Pioneers are yet With 
us to read what is said of their work. 
Too often the value of the services of 
the advance guard of Empire has not 
been realized until they had all passed 
oft Hie stage and the very names of many 
of them have been forgotten. That was 
true of the l'uited Empire Loyalists, 
anil it is a double pleasure for the de- 
scendants of these to be alble in the life- 
linn.' of their fellow, although later. 
Pioneers of British institutions to 
pay n passing tribute to Ihe men 
who upheld on Ihe Pacific Coast, amid 
much that was arduous and discourag- 
ing and sometimes without thai sym- 
pathy from the Home Government to 
which they were entitled, the Ihlg of 
Britain, and thus contributed to Ihc 
igreatness of the nation which in the 
Providence el" Cud has beou entrusted 
with Ihe guardianship of liberty. 

AN OBJECT LESSON. 

The rescue of the crew of the ill-fated 
bark Culombii, by the Quadra, is an ob- 
ject lesson <d Ihc firsL importance. If it 
had not been that the Quadra was able 

10 go to their assistance the names of 
the captain and his ten men would, in 
all likelihood, be added lo the long roll 
of victims of ihe sea. There is always 
a probability in such cases that some 
of n shipwrecked crew may be fortun- 
ate enough lo reach shore, but if this 
bud been the fate of any on board Ihe 
Colomba, their condition would not have 
been greatly improved, although they 
would have bad some sort of a chance 
to reach safety. We know, however, 
that strong men have before uow been 
east upon ihe shore of Vancouver Island 
only to perish afterwards. The facts of 
the case are few and simple. An old 
.ship is battered to pieces by a tierce 
.storm, and is drifting in upon a terrible 
coast, which is nearly inaccessible, even 
in favorable weather, either from laud or 
sea. A brave and watchful woman in a 
lighthouse, looking out in the early morn- 
ing after a night of an unusually ueverc 
character, sees the ship and at once ap- 
preciates the danger. Believing that 
there is a chance that a ship under 
iiteam may lie available lo igo lo their 
rescue, siie hurries through long miles of 
forest mi a horrible road, and tells ' her 
story, fortunately the vessel has steam 
up. The night being very stormy, Ihe 
captoin bad deemed it wise to keep his 
furnaces burning. When he is told of 
the wreck, he puts out into (he gale, 
and by good seamanship on his part ami 
skill and courage on the part of his 
crew, he lakes ihe distressed mariners 
from their helpless ship and carries 
them to safely. It is a pleasant story to 
rend, oven though we may feel sorry fqr 
Ihe men. who caught in such a storm in 
such n ship. Every one comes out of 

11 with credit, and we are once more 
gratified lo he able lo express recogni- 
tion of Mrs. Pnterson's courage and 
I hottlgtf illness. Wo are glad also lo place 
on record this recognition of ihe conducl 
of C'upt. Hackett and the crew of the 
Dominion government steamer, Quadra. 

This is the story. Now for the lessons 
it teachers. The first seems to be watch- 
fulness on Ihe part of those who are in a 
position lo see if any wrecks are off the 
const. This brings up the mailer- of a 
eoasi patrol. Fortunately the Colombo 
happened lo be within .Mrs. Pnterson's 
range of vision. But from any one point 
along the coast Ihe range of vision is 
necessarily limited. If the Colonilm bad 
drifted before daylight a little further 
towards the entrance of the Strait, Mrs. 
Paterson could not have seen her, and 
the chances arc that only some wreckage 
would have told the talc of disaster. 
This demonstrates that the coast between 
Carmanah and Pnchcua Point ought to 
he patrolled during stormy wen I her. 

The second lesson is that aid to be 
effective ouglfi lo be rendered promptly. 
This means that there should he a pow- 
erful vessel available to leave for sea 
al the shortest notice. If the Quadra 
had not had her steam up, il is doubtful 
if she could have done any real service, 
however good the intentions of her offi- 
cers and men might have been. In this 
connection, il seems inferable that 
Barn-field Creek is a good place for such 
| a vessel to lie. 

I The third lesson is thai wires eun- 
| nol lie depended upon to convey messages 
during or immediately after severe 
storms. This has been shown over and 
j over nigra in. The storm which wrecked 
the Colomba broke down the telephone 
wire between Bamlield Creek and Cape 
Beale, ami Mrs, Paterson had to cover 
Ihe distance on foot. Thus three or four 
hours were lost, and in another emer- 
gency these hours might mean till the

difference between life and death to per- 
haps hundreds of people. We have wire- 
less means of communication. During 
Ihe last two days, when every wire lead- 
ing out of Victorin was down, the Pa- 
cific Wireless hns kept the city in touch 
with the outside world. This system, 
or one as good, ought therefore lo lie 
installed al the earliest possible day 
along the const of Vancouver Island. 
Surely no one can be found to dispute 
such a claim. 

The next lesson is that a road is need- 
ed along the shore for other purposes 
than for patrolling. As has already been 
said, the condition of the wrecked crew 
would have been almost ns desperate, if 
they managed to reach shore as it was 
on the ship. The Quadra could nol have 
helped them ill such a case, and whether 
they could have made I heir way from 
any point where they might have reached 
land to a place of safety, there is great 
room for doubt. The experience of the 
Valencia survivors emphasizes the doubt. 

/We trust thai these lessons will nol 
be lost upon Ihe Depart men I of 'Murine 
and Fisheries. It is gratifying to be 
able lo impress Ihein in connection with 
n story of thought fulness, skill and cour- 
age. Il is gratifying lo be able lo do so 
and at the same time mention the em- 
ployees of the government in terms of 
praise. Less than ii year ago all these 
lessons were taught ill tragedy. This | 
time they are lold in a story thai has 
a happy ending. But this is nil the dif- 
ference. The need of action is neither 
greater nor less than it was a year ago.

This year il Is estimated that 
two million frail trees were planted In 
various parls of the province, while as 
sleu-i lt while ago as 1003 the planting 
was under n .ponder of a mi'llon. Or 
lake the arreage under fruit. In JS'.ll 
the acreage under fruit w.ls only 6,437 
acres, and In Irn years this bad merely 
Increased to 7, l.'IO acres. Then came the 
boom hi fruit IiiihIm. which is eveji yel 
in Its infancy, and by the end of 1903 
was reported Ihe planting of I'li.OOO acres. 
The reason of Ibis phenomenal increase Is 
not far to seek Fruit of the choice vari- 
eties can onlv he grown on specially se- 
lected land, utterly absent in some coun- 
tries and none too plentiful even here.

"If wo bad spent a fnilfiou dollars we 
could -not hav.e . stoC ■better machinery," 
Mr. Ker reuinrj(ede when asked about 
the mill. "It-Is intended for cereal pro- 
duction only, and there •will be manu- 
factured the well ,}cnowp brands of 
breakfast foods which the Brackmau- 
Ker company handles. The cost was 
about $100,000, and it started operation 
while 1 was in Calgary."

-iSaaes," Need .we further ask, is this In- 
stitution needed? 

The deatn-roll from consumption in 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

The numDer of persons Invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be five times as great ns the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Cnnadu, 
»nd a thousand in British Columbia. 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly -we lose the ben- 
efit >or the services nnd earning powers 
of-'fllousan&t 'of citisferis who are in- 
capacitated by illness, and others wo loso 
outright by death, through this one 
cause — and that a preventable cause. 
This la something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiment* are proposed. Tho 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 

Sir, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
er expert supervision,- and suitable, 
chocrful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in a sanitorium. 

A further advantage connected with 
s'ticlt an institution is that the admis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person Is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to tho ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, beenpse the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care ho should exercise in 
his personal hnbits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in a 
word, he Is persistently taught to move 
jnd live so that, no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer oh account of. any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the sani- 
torium. not only Impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family nnd general stir- 
rouudlngs an educational inlluence infin- 
itely more effective than all the litera- 
ture atid arguments of physicians und 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable nnd 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That, being so, inaction is, to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of humnn beings. 

It In proposed to build n sanitorium in 
British Columbia. Tho provincial gov- 
ernment are prepnred to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is im- 
perative, ir we wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer Is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators In something worse than ruce, 
suicide.

She was bought last 
summer by the Seattle Shipping com- 
pany for $8,000, and shortly afler she 
returned to the Sound from Honolulu,

The Dreadnaught. 

In spite of dismal prophecies the 
monster battleship Dreadnaught has 
come through her speed and gunnery 
trials in excellent fashion. She develop- 
ed a speed of 22 knots per hour without 
forcing her engines. The same feeling of 
satisfaction was the result of her gun- 
nery trials. Fears' had been widely 
expressed beforehand that the concus- 
sion of her huge 12 inch guns, which are 
the most powerful weapons ever put 
into a battleship, would cause serious 
injury to the structure of the ship, and 
possibly even to her crew. 

These guns, when tired with full 
charges, each develop a force capable 
of lifting the Dreadnaught bodily nearly 
three feet in the air, or 47,007 foot tons, 
in technical language. Eight of them 
can lire on either beam, and six ahead 
or astern. They can pierce 0! inches of 
iron at the muzzle, or 14 inches of 
Krupp steel at 0,000 yards under battle 
conditions. 

The first test was lo lire each gun 
singly. Next, the pairs of guns in the 
barbettes were discharged together. Fin- 
ally came the severest test of all, the 
simultaneous discharge of all eight guns 
on the broadside with the full service 
of 205 pounds of cordite per gun and an 
850 pound shell. 

This final salvo of eight great guns, 
eexrting together a force enough to lift 
the Dreadnaught 21 feet in the air, is 
stilled by those on board her to have 
produced an amount of concussion that 
was terrifying. But the great ship 
stood the test well and without any seri- 
ous injury to her hull. As was expect- 
ed, there was some injury to her lighter 
fittings, and the glass in several of her 
port lights was broken. 

"She came through marvelously well, 
was the verdict of one distinguished of- 
ficer. The fusillade of all her eight guns 
on the broadside only made the ship 
rock slightly." 



The recent convention of the Wood, 
Wire and Metal Lathers' International 
Union at Toronto was the largest ever 
held. The progress made by the organ- 
ization during the past fiscal year shows 
a gain of about one-third in membership 
and a proportionate increase in financial 
strength Among the acts of the dele- 
gates were the prohibition of locals 
meeting over saloons; appointing a com- 
mittee to revise the apprenticslup law;

Among the hills affecting labor intro- 
duced in the Federal Parliament is one 
by Alphonse Yerville. president of the I

the hours of labor on public works. The 
object is to institute an eight-hour law on 
all public works. Another bill introduced 
is to compel employers of labor to give 
employees two hours in which to cast 
their votes without loss of wages.

The public conscience, says Engineer- 
ing, has been, nnd is being, stirred by 
the exposures respecting our sweated 
industries. The system is not fair to 
the good employer, nor, in fact, to the 
general run of employers, whether term- 
ed "good" or not, and it is cruel to the 
workers. There are in the system dan- 
gers to the public, for the work is often 
done under unsanitary conditions, often 
in places where infectious diseases abide. 
The wonder often is that the germs nf 
disease are not more frequently carried 
from the workshop to the mansion than 
popular reports indicate. Much ha 
been done under the Public Health 
Factory and Workshop Acts to retln 
the danger, but it is not by any moans 
abolished. On fact here deserves tr. be 
recorded lo the credit of trade unionism. 
The Amalgamated Society of Tailors, 
more than a quarter of a century ago. 
provn led in the rules 11ml. where any 
member of the union was suffering from 
anv infections disease, ho should cense 
work ami receive sick benefit, even if 
able t.i work, rather than run the risk 
of danger to his fellow workers or to 
the purchasing public. Severe inspee- 
ti.ni under all the acts in foi 
stump .mt those dangers both 
workers and to the general public 



LEAD PENCIL MANUFACTURE 

Graphite nnd Clay Are Blended to Pro- 
duce the "Lead." 

New York Commercial. 

The lead pencil is a very -simple thing, 
and easv to make well, according to the 
common conception, but very few people 
know of the details of the processes 
through which the materials entering 
into its construction must go before tho 
finished product is ready Cor shipment 
from the factory. The manufacturing . 
of pencils has greatly improved in this 
country in recent years, and at the same 
time simplified. Once it. was regarded 
that we must go to Europe for our best, 
pencils, but nobody in America thinks 
that anv longer, and the stationery trade 
and the public in general are quite well 
satisfied to buy goods manufactured by 
any one of a score of big American fac- 
tories. 

As showing tho infinite ilelnils requir- 
ed in manufacturing pencils as the busi- 
ness is done in this country, it is inter- 
esting to follow the course of the pencil

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London's Rags.

London is being rapidly ousted from 
the world's markets for "old clo'es." 
Six thousand persons are now engaged 
in rag-picking in .Vow York, hut an im- 
porter of foreign rags estimated yester- 
day there are not more than 200 in Lon- 
don, while the one-time industrious call- 
er at the area door has practically dis- 
appeared from Loudon. 

The Board of Trade returns show thai 
this country exports monthly abput 
9,000 tons of rags, valued at £00,000; 
but by far tho greater proportion is sent 
over here from tho continent. An Amer- 
ican journal estimates that the value of 
the rag trade in New York is £0,000,000 
a year. This, however, a London 
authority characterized as "an absurd 
exaggeration." 

"English ragpickers," he went on, 
"have been squeezed out of existence by 
wood pulp. Bags are now a luxury. 
Only 1 li oil very best paper is made from 
them — notepaper, for example, that 
hears the coronets and crests of the aris- 
tocracy. If a substitute for rags had 
not been discovered there wpnld be no 
press as it is known today. One daily 



whole of London's rags. Then, whereas 
from .'id. to Id. per pound is paid for 
rags, pulp costs only a penny. Highly 
per cent of the paper made today is 
derived from this source."

through the processes, 'the first step ill 
the factory is to get all the grit out ol 
the graphite, wltich goes throu 
process of washing and sif tin 
passed upon as perfect.

It is cleaned and made ready 
for the mixture by an elaborate cleaning 
and sifting process. 

By a combination of the two, the Re- 
called lead is produced, and 'by the 
blending of the two. grades are produc- 
ed. The m. Hi' graphite and the less clay, j 
the softer the pencil; the more clay and; 
the less graphite the harder the pencil. 
The soft leads are made larger than 
the hard ones, to obtain ill that way the 
necessary strength. When the mixture is 
perfected, it is put into n heavy hydrau- 
lic machine, the bottom of which is lull 
. ,._ of boles. Heavy pressure is brought to 

. ' ,, | boar, 1 the mixture is forced through 

these holes and falls into a tube below 
This is repeated time after tune, until 
judgment assures the worker that it is 
well kneaded. 

Then it is put through a similar ma- 
chine with a single hole in the bottom. 
As it is pressed through this single bole, 
it comes out. as strong as a shoestring. 
The next step is laying leads out on a 
board 21 inches long, and when dry they 
are cut in'to lengths seven inches long, 
placed in a crucible, sealed up, and 
baked in the kiln, whore the tempera- 
ture reaches 2,200 or 2,300 degree* Fah- 
renheit. After being t^ken from the 
kiln rhev are ready then to he placed in 
the wood. The colored leads go through 
the same process, with the exception 
that a China clay is used instead of 
graphite, to give the different colors, ll 
is the same with the so-cnlled copying 
leads, where the aniline is substituted 
for the graphite. 

Tho wood is cut in Florida. Tho 
consumption of cedar logs suitable for 
pencils is going on at a greater rale I 
than the growth. One of these days j 
cedar will be a thing of the past. Tin.; 
pencil people have to be forehanded in 
supplying themselves with a largo quail- 1 
thy of cedar to protect themselves: 
against any contingency. | 

The product of tlic saw mill is what 
is called a slat, which has the width of 
six pencils, the thickness of a half-pen- 1 
cil, and is seven inches long. Where: 
the wooil will not provide six pencils it \ 
is cut into five, or if necessary, four, or i 
three, or two. Tho expense of gathering 
the cedar and cutting the sluts is im- 
mense. The next step is to remove the 
pitch from tin' cedar. This is done by a 
system of boiling Hie slats until they 
are thoroughly kiln-dried. 

Coming from the kiln,, the slat is son! 
lo what is called the grooving machine, 
where iii one motion i; receives the .six- 
grooves. From there ii goes to the table 
whore the leads are laid in. after which 
the other glued hn If is fitted, and then 
they are confined in chimps, screwed up 
tight, and left over night. In due time 
the blocks are released, and are now 
ready lo go to the shnnitig machines. 
These glued blocks, as they are enllod, 
are fed ill at one end of the shaping 
machine, and the pencils, perfectly snap

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CREEDS 

The distinction between a creed nnd 
the .statement of a creed is not always 
kept in mind. To illustrate what we 
mean, let us take the law of gravity. 
'Every child, that has reached the age 
•when it begins to walk, knows that there 
is such a law, but comparatively few 
people could state the law correctly. 
Possibly even the most scientific of ni.eci 
have not yet formulated a perfectly cor- 
rect creed of gravity. Or let us take the 
ense of a locomotive. A child of three 
may know what a locomotive is and be 
able to differentiate it (we use a scientific 
word purposely) from a freight ear, but 
if would be utterly unable to describe 
one, and the average individual, who lias 
soon hundreds of them, could not accur- 
ately describe one. Let us take some- 
thing more elusive than a locomotive *r 
the law of gravity. Let us take the 
rendition of an exquisite piece of music 
by some master of the art. You have 
heard it and fully appreciated it; you 
meet a friend who is equally capable 
with yourself in the ability to appreciate 
it; but when you attempt to describe it 
to him you are both conscious that your 
language fails to convey the full idea, 
and you know and be knows that in all 
probability you have conveyed to some 
extent a wrong impression. 

If this is true of things finite, bow 
much more must it be true of things 
infinite? Two men have each a firm be- 
lief in the existence of Something which 
is supreme over all. created things, and 
to this Something diey may agree to give 
a name. Thus far there seems to be no 
reason for misunderstanding, although 
pcr'-.ips that, is not altogether certain. 
They might disagree even as to what is 
meant by supremacy or creation. But 
assuming that they have reached an 
agreement upon this point and that each 
understands exactly' what the other 
means, the real difficulty of creed-making 
has only begun. Wo do not say the dif- 
ficulty o£ knowing what to believe, but 
of knowing how to express the belief in 
language that will convey very closely 
the same idea, no matter to whom it may 
be spoken or who may speak it. Hence 
.we are driven to accept certain formulae 
as expressing our creeds,, but no intelli- 
gent man contends that these formulae 
are absolutely correct. They are simply 
the best efforts of the best men to ex- 
•prcss their most matured views upon 
thirigvwliicli in their very nature are be- 
yond the power of human language to 
express. 

Take the first phrase in the Apostle's j 
Creed as given in the pruyerbook of the 
(Anglican Communion. "1 believe in 
•Clod." The words are easily said; they 
drop lightly from the tongue. Hut what 
do they mean? Human thought cannot 
grasp their meaning, much less can hu- 
man language express it. We uiust be 
content with the uwful statement, and 
seek to understand it us best we can, 
And' we should ho utterly unable to do 
so, even in some small degree, we should 
Lave to follow that pagau philosophers 
ami consider Him a mere unknowable 
entity, or like uncultured heathen con- 
found him with grotesque images, if One, 
■who '.'spake as never man spake" had 
not told us that "God is love." Even 
this definition may not be as clear to us 
as it was to Hiin who gave it; but it is 
clear enough. A God who is love must 
lie a C!od of goodness, a God iu whose 
hands all our affairs are safe, upon whom 
■we can with confidence rely whenever 
we need assistance greater than man can 
give us. Of course in this definition we 
only get one phase of the Divine nature. 
It tolls us nothing of creative power, 
nothing of Hie origin of nature's laws, 
nothing of the freedom of human will. 
These things are past definition. The 
wisest of all teachers did not nt tempt to 
define them. As to the other statement 
in the various forms of creeds, they arc 
only more of less successful- attempts to 
express the secondary truths arising out 
of this fundamental one. They may as 
expressed not mean quite the same to 
any two individuals selected at random; 
at the same time both those individuals 
may agree to accept them as the best 
available expression of ideas upon which 
they think they are agreed. Therefore 
no one need hesitate about giving his ad- 
herence to the form of belief prescribed 
Iby the Church, because some one with 
whom he has conversed puts a meaning 
upon the words that be is unable to jus- 
tify to himself. 'Remember that the best 
expressed creed is only a device in words 
to express what is beyond words. The 
limitations of language are narrow, as is 
ellOWU by the fact, that every day new 
•words must be invented to enable men to 
express themselves accurately about 
simple things that can bo weighed anil 
measured. Uemcmber that we must use 
the words employed in weighing and 
measuring things to express ideas of that 
which is infinitely beyond human concep- 
tion. One of the greatest difficulties, ex- 
perienced by thinking mcu in regard to 
church membership, is the fact that well- 
meaning people insist that they shall ac- 
cept their interpretation of the words 
with which the Church has striven to 
express the mysteries of the Godhead, of 
life, of death and of eternity. It is not 
enough for some people that one should 
agree to believe the principle of their 
creed; they demand the acceptance of 
their interpretation of the language used 
in expressing it. As n matter of fact the 
iChurch demands nothing more than a 
belief in God and in the unity of Christ 
with God. From these two essentials 
flows the -whole stream of Christian the- 
ology. In regard to this there may be 
great divergence of opinion, and hence 
the division of the Christian Church into 
denominations. Different denominations 
vmiy require of their members the ne- 

itauco of certain creed formulae as ex- 
uive of their views, and so that a 



man is satisfied on the fundamental be- 
lief, he docs not stultify his intelligence 
by accepting that form of expression 
which comes nearest to his own concep- 
tion of the secondary truths. ■ 



SHOOTING STARS. 

It is said that .15,000,000 shooting 
stars, or meteorites, come within the 
earth's atmosphere every twenty-four 
hours. This disposes of the claim ad- 
vanced by some audacious young people 
that n boy is entitled to kissVa girl every 
time n star shoots, for it would be mani- 
festly impossible for him to kiss her 15,- 
000,000 times in twenty-four hours, if 
ho did nothing, else, and the kisses were 
like those Byron,' himself an alleged ex- 
pert, describes as 

"Ten kisses short as one." 
Thus does ungracious science destroy 
one after another of boyhood's cherished 
theories. And this recalls a story. It 
is said that once a youth was busily en- 
gaged in an effort to keep up with the 
shooting stars in the pastime aforesaid, 
and after a reasonably prolonged period, 
ho paused. And the girl said — we have 
nut thought it necessary to mention that 
it was not his mother or his grand- 
mother — at any rate the girl said: 
"George, 1 fear you have ceased to .love 
inc." And George answered: "No; I 
haven't, Mary; but 1 must breathe." But 
this is a digression from what is intend- 
ed to be a very scientific dissertation on 
shooting stars, and there is no account- 
ing for the fact that the mind wanders 
off to girls and other things. We know 
the base "insinuendo" that will occur 
to some ignoble minds, but we emphati- 
cally deny the charge in advance. 

Xow we got back to science. Fifteen 
million shooting stars is quite a good 
many, and it is not suggested that any- 
one ever counted them. The number is 
arrived at by calculation. First, it must 
be mentioned that a "shooting star" is 
simply a piece of matter, usually metal- 
lic probably, which the earth encoun- 
ters in its journey through space. Ap- 
parently the vast majority of them are 
very small. Many that have fallen to 
the ground, were of considerable 
size, a few of .them are known to have 
weighed several tons each ; -but by far 
the most of them are very' much smaller. 
They are not naturally luminous, being 
simply small pieces of matter, apparent- 
ly revolving around the sun in regular 
orbits. Until they 'come in contact with 
the earth's atmosphere " tlicy are invisi- 
ble; but then the friction heats them to 
whiteness and. unless they are of very 
considerable -size, either melts them or 
causes them to explode into an alruos. 
impalpable powder. Very often the 
snow in high latitudes is covered with n 
slight dust, composed of these shattered 
meteorites. Now the. atmosphere does 
not extend a very great distance above 
the surface of the earth. Once it was 
thought that its limit was about -15 
miles; but more recent investigations im- 
ply that it is found in an appreciable 
density as far up as 1120 miles. It is 
quite improbable, however, that it is suf- 
ficiently dense to make a meteorite hot 
enough to become visible until the frag- 
ment has reached within 100 miles of 
the earth's surface. When we look up- 
ward on a clear night we can sec a stel- 
lar hemisphere, provided we are situated 
so that we have an unbroken horizon 
corresponding approximately with the 
sea level, and provided also that we let 
our gaze move over the visible heavens. 
When the sky is covered with clouds, 
the angle of our vision is very limited, 
and although at a hundred miles from 
the earth, when the sky is clear, the area 
covered by the angle of vision is much 
larger than it is at the cloud level, yet 
it forms only a' small part of the whole 
stellar hemisphere. If we gaze at one 
point of the sky fixedly for a little, while 
on a clear night,. we are certain to see 
one or- more shooting stars, although we 
are only covering an exceedingly small 
part of the whole visible area. It would 
take a great number of people to watch 
every point; but from a number of such 
observations, scientific men have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the number 
of meteorites above mentioned either 
fall to Hie earth in a compact or pow- 
dered form, or are converted into vapor 
and mingle with the earth's atmosphere, 
every twenty-four hours. 

Seeing that the earth is subjected to 
such a terrific bombardment, numerically 
speaking, all the time, the question 
naturally arises as to why more cases 
of meteorites actually reaching the sur- 
face are not reported. There are sever- 
al reasons for this. One of them is 
that very much I he greater part of the 
earth's surface is covered with water. 
Another is that at both the north and 
south poles there arc very extensive 
areas where no one lives. Another is 
that there arc vast regions elsewhere 
from wb'ich the rest of the world hears 
very little. Another is that thousands 
of metcoriticr; might fall • to the ground 
in th(> daytime and not be observed 
even if they fell in settled communities. 
Another is that fully ninety nine per 
cent of all shooting stars vanish with- 
out explosion, thus showing that they 
have been heated to such a point that 
they have become vapor, and ninety 
nine per cent of the remainder explode, 
thus showing that they arc converted 
into dust. If we allow for nil these 
things, and also for the fact that it is 
only for a few hours daily, taking tlie year 
all around, that the fall of meteors would 
be likely , to be observed, owing to the 
fact that for the rest of the time, when 
it was not daylight, people would be 
asleep, we will find that there is only 
a likelihood of the actual fall of a 
meteor to the surface of the ground 
being reported occasionally, 

But ninny such events have been 
soon.

miles. It was accompanied by an earth- 
quake shock. There is one reported in- 
stance of a meteor striking a house and 
killing one of the inmates. There are 
many well established instances of the 
falling of such bodies, which hnvo after- 
wards been found. Doubtless there are 
thousands of instances occurring from 
time to time of which only a few people 
hear. 

What meteors are is a disputed ques- 
tion, and there seems to bo no way of 
settling it. Some have suggested that 
they are parts of a planet that in some 
way became shattered to pieces. Others 
suggest that there is some connection 
between them and comets. But like 
many other things within the domain of 
astronomy their origin is a mystery. 
It has been suggested Hint the sun is' 
kept hot by meteors falling into it, but 
this is only a guess, and we. think an ex- 
ceedingly improbable one. The only thing 
that seems certain is that interplane- 
tary space, that is space between the 
sun and the outermost planet of the 
solar system, is not occupied only by the 
planets, their satellites nnd the asteroids, 
hut that there are myriads of fragments 
of matter, all of them, as far as is 
known, of the same substances as that of 
which the earth is composed, which re- 
volve around the grent central orb. 
It hns been suggested that flints, that 
is gun flints, are of metcorlogical origin, 
their peculiar constitution being due to 
the intense beat: to which the matter of 
which they are composed is subjected, 
but the idea does not appear to be 
generally accepted. 

Thus there is about shooting stars, an 
interest distinct: from that which finds a 
response iu the souls of the boy and girl 
on the verandah. They add one more 
mystery to the Universe, perhaps a more 
uncanny interest thuu any other known 
fact in nature. Fancy, if you can, a 
broad si ream of countless millions of 
fragments of created mailer, coursing 
at terrific speed through space, only tti 
come in contact with the earth or some 
other planet nnd be absorbed in its mass. 
The heavens are surely not empty places.

THE BAHAI CULT. 

People, who lake an interest in things 
a little out of the common run, may recall 
a story current some five or six years 
ago to the effect that there had ap- 
peared in Persia a teacher, whose com- 
ing had been foretold, and who was about 
to inaugurate, not exactly a new relig- 
ion, but a new religious movement. The 
name of this leader is Abbas Effendi 
and he is now a state prisoner at Acre, 
where he is treated with great respect 
by his Mohammedan gaolers. lie is now 
in his' sixty-second or third year. He 
claims to be of royal descent and to bo 
able to trace his genealogy to Abraham, 
or more properly speaking, bis followers 
make that claim for him. He calls him- 
self Abdul Baha Abbas, which means 
"Abdul, the .servant of God." He makes 
no claim to divinity, 'simply assorting 
that lie is a teacher; hut bis personality 
is described as exceedingly benign and 
dignified. His father, Balm Ullnr, was 
distinguished along the same lines; in 
fact he founded the cult of which bis 
son is the present head. Like hist son, 
bo was also made prisoner by the au- 
thorities of Islam. 

In 1844, there appeared a teacher, 
calling himself the Bali, or "the Gate." 
He proclaimed himself to be only the 
forerunner of another, who would mani- 
fest great spiritual power and establish 
the divine kingdom upon earth. He was 
executed by the Islamic priests. After 
bis death, his followers accepted Bnha 
Uilar as the promised leader, and bis 
mantle seems to have fallen upon bis 
son. Abbas Kffendi does not, as lias 
been said above, preach a new religion. 
He recognizes that there is good iu all 
religions, and asks his followers to seek 
out and follow that which is good iu 
their own particular faiths. Among the 
principal things which he teaches are: 
The good of the world and the happi- 
ness of nations, thus showing that be 
aims at more than the promotion of indi- 
vidual piety; the ultimate unity of religi- 
| ous faith by the eradication of all imma- 
terial details uixm which men differ; 
the abolition of war; the substitution of 
love of the human race for patriotism. 
He teaches that the world lias never 
been without its revelations of divine 
truth; that there is harmony between all 
the revelations, but that each one was 
titled for the times in which it was 
given. He holds that revelations may be 
individual in their nature, and that in 
this ease it may take the sliape of im- 
pressions upon the soul Of man, whereby 
his nature is changed. Heaven is the 
condition of the. soul "which lives iu 
God"; hell the condition of a soul that 
has not yet recognized the Deity, The 
coining of Christ is an age of universal 
enlightenment that is npproaching, when 
faith will replace unbelief ami men will 
be led by divine knowledge. Perhaps 
the fundamental principle of the new 
cult is that unity between men and God 
can only be brought about by unity with 
each other; iu olbnr words, that the bro- 
therhood of man must precede the recog- 
nition in its full meaning of the Father- 
hood of God. 

This cull is making considerable pro- 
gress in America, where its adherents 
number several thousands, a consider- 
able number of whom have journeyed to 
Acre to make a pilgrimage to the pris- 
on of Abbas. It: was iii'sl heard of on 
tliis continent nt the time of the Congress 



tion anil refinement. They have n« torn 
pie, but meet together for study lind an 
interchange of views. The Bahai cult is 
not a form of Mohammedan ism, as nib. lit 
be supposed from its place of origin. 
It resembles lo sonic extent the teaching 
of Zoroaster, but is not essentially dif- 
ferent from what hns been inculcated by 
all the great teachers of humanity. 
Hence none of the "centres" suggest 
to their members that they ought to dis- 
sociate themselves from church organ: 
lions with which they are alrcad. 
nected, but rather that they should strne 
to gnin as much moral and spiritual 
strength from them as is possible. Thct 
have no ritual, not because they disap- 
prove of it, but because they regard ii 
as unessential, and as meaningl 1 t 
those who have reached an nppron.it '<• n 
of the real nature of the Deity and the 
real obligations of men. There - no 
clerical class among the sect. P 
one individual may have studied the. cult 
more deeply than the others, and lie or 
she will in consequence receive greater 
consideration in the enunciation of views, 
but they have nothing iu any way re- 
sembling a priesthood. 

The fact that this movement has now 
been in progress for more than half a 
century shows that it possesses some 
vitality, fts strength lies in its own 
merits, and its influence is certainly for 
the betterment of humanity. There is 
nothing to prevent the most devout 
Christian from being a Babisl. He may 
also be an extreme ritualist, if extreme 
ritualism appeals to his ideas of what 
a religious life demands. Bahaisni does 
not claim to present the only interpre- 
tation of divine will, but freely acknowl- 
edges that other interpretations have 
their value. 'Hie only claim if makes is 
that by following its teachings men can 
attain a higher degree of spiritual life 
than in any other way. All it demands 
of its adherents is that tliey admit the 
existence and unity of God and the bro- 
therhood "f mail. This is the foundation 
upon which the whole cult rests. As 
there is absolutely • nothing spectacular 
about it, as it demands no great sacri- 
fices from its adherents, and as it does 
hot intrude itself upon public attention, 
its progress has been and will necessar- 
ily be slow. Hut its record is an inter- 
esting one, nevertheless, nnd ils influ- 
ence cannot be otherwise than for good. 
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CHRISTMAS SHOPPING. 

An effort is being made throughout 
the United States to get people to do 
their Christmas shopping early in De- 
cember, if possible, and as early in the 
day as possible. There are, of course, 
ninny reasons why this is difficult for 
some people, but lo the great majority 
it is quite practicable to some extent. 
There are now thirteen days left: for 
Christmas shopping. Usually most of the 
business, which might with advantage be 
spread over a fortnight, is crowded into 
the last twenty-four hours, and thereby 
purchasers themselves are put to a great 
disadvantage. When the buying is done] 
in advance purchasers can always suit 
themselves better than when they have 
lo make up their minds in a hurry. 
There will always be those who are 
unable, except at almost the last mo- 
ment, to get together the money to make 
the necessary •purchases, and if those, 
who can just as well buy at one time as 
another, would he a little considerate, 
they would make things much easier for 
their less fortunate neighbors. They 
would also greatly lighten the labors of 
the salesmen and saleswomen, on whose 
behalf, in fact, the movement has been 
started. 'There is no doubt that to very 
many people, the excitement of going the 
round of the shops .on Christmas ISve is 
one of the most enjoyable features of 
the season. And it is a delightful fea- 
ture. This is the one time in all the 
year when everybody is good nntured. 
Everybody runs into every one else, Init 
that makes no difference, a smile, a half 
uttered apology or a "Merry Christmas" 
makes everything right. Ob yes. Christ- 
mas Eve is a jolly time for shoppers, 
but it would be just as jolly if shoppers 
would try to confine their purchases 
to sonic little tribes simply for 
the sake of buying something at that 
time, Of course we are speaking now- 
only of those who can do so just as well 
as not. If Ibis suggestion were acted on 
a great many people would awaken on 
Christinas morning with limbs less tired 
thai) they usually are on that occasion. 
It would be better all round. Deliveries 
could be made earlier, and this would be 
a convenience, ami save many a worry 
over the chance of the wagon not arriv- 
ing at all. Suppose that all Victorians 
make a resolve Unit this year they will 
do what they can to lighten the work 
of- the people, whose task it is to supply 
them with what they need to make 
Christmas what it ought to be. It is a 
little thing to ask, and it will do a great 
deal of good if the suggestion is gener- 
ally acted on. A passing hint to em- 
ployers may be in order, and il is that 
arrangements bo made so that the pay- 
day before Christinas comes us far in 
advance as possible, This year Christ- 
mas comes on Tuesday. Why would it 
not be well for as many employers na 
can do so lo lo make the previous .Satur- 
day pay day? This would save a great 
deal of trouble lo ninny people. \Yo 
know that these suggestions will be tak- 
en in! the spirit in which they are Offered. 
Christmas is a season of good will, and 
the title kind of good will is that which 
shows! itself iu consideration for those 
whose! labors can be lightened. Let us

it is In tlie possession of an artist's 
color sense that tlie French milliner ex- 
cels all rivals and this color sense lias 
achieved charming things this fall in 
cray and blue, gray and brown, gray and 
fruit reds, pray and yellow. Often the 
gtuj effect is obtained by using u coarse, 
heavy, dull silver net us hat material or 
trimming, 

This net, laid over a silver gauze or 
over gray mousseliue, chiffon, silk or 
other gray material, gives a beautiful 
lone of gray without the shiny lustre as- 
sociated with bright silver; and draperies 
of the net are lovely. One Fifth avenue 
milliner has had great success with two 
but all exploiting this use of silver hot 

The models are broad brimmed and 
picturesque, but pot extreme, lhey 
are made in silver net over dull Bllycr 
gauze, the net lying fiat on the smoothly 
drawn gauze. , . 

, The crowns differ in shape, one being 
flill and draped, the others plain and of 
moderate height. Soft folds of net are 
drawn round the drowns, and the 011I3 
other trimming upon any of the models 
consists of soft, dull silvery blue- ostrich 
plumes massed at the left side. 1 he h ue 
of the plumes is exactly the one blue 
that harmonizes most perfectly with the 
gray, and the hats are as clue and lovely 
as they are quiet. 

lu place of the dull silver net, a gray 
silk net la sometimes laid over silver or 
other metallic gauze, but the dull silver 
net is particularly effective. BngUt sil- 
ver also enters into the season's millin- 
ery though the best of the French mil- 
liners prefer the dull grayish tones for 
most purposes. 

A small draped turban which afires 
among the cuts and has been much ad- 
mired was made of a handsome silver 
lnce in line design, and was trimmed on 
the side with a cleverly twisted knot of 
silver gauze, from which two handsome 
ostrich feathers of shaded .Jacqueminot 
pink, or ■ light red .curled backward, 
droooing low over the hair. 

In" the evening hats the bright silver 
is used with most satisfactory results 
than in models designed for daytime 
wear, and one sees many draped toques 
berets and wide brimmed hats made of 
silver luce or gauze and trimmed in 
ostrich feathers, fur, velvet, etc. White 
and silver is especially liked, and some 
lovely models ill pink and silver have 
been sent over from celebrated 1 tins 
firms. ... , 

One of these has a drooping brim and 
a rather high beret crown of heavy sil- 
ver net over gray tulle, giving the sott 
gray effect of which we have already 
spoken. Pink taffeta ribbon is folded 
around the full crown and tied in artis- 
tic loops and ends at the back, and two 
long, full ostrich feathers in pink curl 
backward over the crown and brim. 

The description sounds simple enough, 
and the sketch of the model, which will 
be found among the pictures, is not re- 
markably impressive; yet here was a hat 
which indicated the band of an artist 
more clearly than does many a more 
spectacular model. No novice can drape 
net with airy grace of line ami fold, and 
onlv a master hand can cope success- 
fully .-witli rilrbui). '. 

Chic simplicity is iho thing hardest <>J 
achievement in millinery and the tend- 
ency of the mediocre milliner is to over- 
load her hats with Irimmiug, ,while the 
artist milliner trusts tu perfection of line 
and color and works minifies by i lit 1 
mere tying of a bow or posing of a feath- 
er. 

Apropos of ribbon tying, ribbon as- 
sumes more importance this season than 
is usual in fail millinery and the great 
milliners, such as Curlier. Kebonx, 
Georges, arc handling ribbon with en- 
thusiasm and phenomenal skill. 

Iiig capcliiies of soft fell, velvet, 
etc.. trimmed in ribbon and (lowers or in 
ribbon and plumes call up echoes of the 
summer season and are wonderfully pic- 
turesque and becoming, while small huts 
id' felt are coqucttishly ribbon trimmed 
and often whole tdques or turbans are 
made of the exquisite wide ribbons so 
numerous this fall. We have picked out 
from a multitude of imported models sev 
era I which illustrate effectively this skil- 
ful use of ribbon and which for all their 
careless piquancy would try the lingers 
and insipration of the average milliner 
beyond their limitations. 

.Notice, for example, the enpelinc of 
soli while felt whose utiderbrim is faced 
with old rose velvet. The pliable brim is 
caught up at the left side by old rose rib- 
bons, one of velvet, one of faille, and 
these ribbons are tied in most charming 
fashion at the back, forming a graceful 
cuchepeigne. Dig silk and velvet roses 
willi metallic foliage [rim the right 
front. 

The cachet of this hat lies wholly in 
Iho line of the brim and the adjustment 
of the ribbon; and this is true of many 
a French model this season. 

Faillic, velvet and chiffon luffe-tii 
ribbons are extensively used for eaehe- 
peigue effects and the loops and ends 
often fall very low over the hair or are 
continued in long scarf ends which may 
be drawn forward over iho shoulder or 
left to fall down the back. We have 
■■ >cu lit i le of this sorl of tiling here so 



with corded crown and a corded brim 
with plaited border and trimmed in wide 
black moire . ribbon caught with pins 
having huge jet heads. 

As will have been inferred from these 
descriptions, the new moire and faille 
ribbons, so delightfully light and sup- 
ple, are exceedingly popular among the 
milliners, and an enormous quantity of 
velvet ribbon is being used. For jaunty 
little street hats of semi- tailored aspect, 
the wide, soft tartan ribbons are much 
liked, and, though there is nothing new 
about blue and green combinations, some 
of the prettiest of these knockab tut hats 
are of soft deep bine felt, trimmed in 
blue and green tartan ribbon and blue 
and green shaded wings. 

While ribbon forms many of the 
eachepeigues and flowers or feathers of- 
ten lill in the space between brim and 
hair at the back of the hats, the) use of 
tulle to bring the lines of hair and hat 
into harmony has not been set aside, and 
the brown tulle so inevitable upon the 
summer hats is still in evidence. 

liven when there is no hint of brown 
elsewhere in the Uat the brown tulle 
may. appear u\nd.ei' the back brim, the 
idea being to lill in the awkward lines 
without any conspicuous addition to the 
trimming. . The scheme succeeds very 
well when the wearer's hair is of a shade 
that tones in with the tulle, bin the 
brown is not always advisable or be- 
coming. 

Brown, especially in tlie very light 
bright golden shades, has. considerable 
importance in the millinery . scheme and 
brown fur hats are. kgion. These last 
are often trimmed in clusters of velvet 
roses in vivid ornnge shades and sweep- 
ing paradise feathers, in a yellow or 
orange harmonizing" with the roses 

Roses in Hi,. ,i„|| bluish red pink's nnd 
deeper tones— these shades bear many 
different nnjncs— . but mav be lust de- 
scribed, perhaps, by callin'b them mul- 
berry pinks and reds— are also very 
effective upon the .brown fur; and curl- 
ing ostrich plumes in vivid green, shaded 
brown or shaded mulberry are popular 
trimming for the same fur. j 

The narrow turban shape is a success- 
ful one for fur and the small lamp shade 
form, which is the rne,> in Pnris but is 
usually more quaint than becoming ip 
also a favorite for the fur hat. This 
shape is, of course, seen in velvet and in 
fidl as well as in fur, and upon the' 
right woman this odd little hat of Louis 
XIII. suggestion is remarkably chic. 

Tlie feather trimmings among the nov- 
elties are hewildoringlv numerous and 
beautiful, but description of them is dif- 
ficult and many of them must he seen to 
be appreciated. One of the new thing-: 
which has taken well in Paris, though so 
far we have seen onlv two hats trmmed 
with such feathers bore, is an ostrich 
feather (locked with minute particle- of 
swansdown or marabou, giving a fluffy 
effect to Mike feather and a powdering 
of snow. 

.Marabou is combined with ostrich 
feathers, coque feathers, feathers of all 
kinds, to form soft fluffy feather aigrette 
and other ornaments which are extreme- 
ly effective. The uncurled ostrich plumes 
which came in with a rush during the 
late summer season are still modish, but 
are less generally worn than the ad- 
vance season models indicated. 

A new class of ostrich feathers, tak- 
en from the side of the bird and. by no 
means so thick, long or beautiful .as the 
'ail feathers, u-ro-noxv clipped- and; mr-le 
■into bunchy -feather aigrettes- -and' coque 
feathers are used in many- ways, often 
almost covering tlie hat in a' waving 
mass. Eagle and vulture feathers, pheas- 
ant feathers and made wings, birds and 
feather ornaments of all kinds are used 
in profusion. 

As for the winter crop of (lowers, it is 
a marvel of loveliness and of- art. Oc- 
casionally it also approximates nature, 
hut that is a secondary consideration, 

The silk and velvet roses are the most ! 
ubiquitous and possibly the most beau- j 
tiftil of these winter blossoms, and they 
appear in every imaginable color and iii 
shadings that are wonderfully beautiful. 1 
We have already spoken of the shaded I 
roses in pinks and red bluish, fruity 
tones, softened by powery while, and | 
these are responsible for some of tin' 
most harmonious and subtle of color 
schemes launched by tlie French millin- 
ers, 

A delivnte silvery light blue soft felt I 
model from Rebonx has for trimming a 
wreath of these marvelouslv shaded 
roses, aided in the back by long, falling] 
loops and ends .if velvet ribbon match- 
ing the blue of the felt and another luii 
of palest, creamy pink lias clusters of j 
such roses nestling among oloudlikc 
draperies of grey tulle. 

The orange, In-own and yellowish 
shadings in the artificial roses are love- 
ly, too. and there are beautiful roses in ! 
all the pink shades. Among |he cuts 
there is a sketch of .-, lit ih- hat which ' 
owed much of its success to its coloring 
and material, so it is at n disadvantage 
in the black and while of the picture. ! 

It was of white tulle, hut over the 
rather nn rrow brim foil a soft f ri !

If truck fanners or any branch of it 
is undertaken, a woman, to hi? success- 
ful, should he willing to begin in a small 
way — too large idem and sudden en- 
thusiasm are too often the secret of fail- 
ure and disgust of women with farming 
as a profitable venture. 

Cultivate only so much hind as you 
can direct personally, requiring but one 
or two men for the rough work of plow- 
ing and tilling the soil. Much of the 
lighter work can even be undertaken by 
a woman herself, where necessity de- 
mands. This need not he done in a way 
to destroy any good looks or personal at- 
traction she may possess. With proper 
attention .she may still preserve her 
smooth skin and hands, which mark the 
woman of refinement. In exchange for 
tlie pule, lifeless complexion, the narrow 
chest, she may acquire the glow of 
■health, the expanded chest of good lung 
development and the brightness of eyes 
indicative of happiness and mental ac- 
tivity.

It is particu- 
larly trying with a handsome evening' 
gown which when first worn was so per- ■ 
feet lo sue. how .hopelessly it has lost its 
style, for ii dinner or ball dress is worn | 
less than any other costume and Is gen- 
erally the most expensive item of the | 
trousseau. One may wear a velvet street l 
dress or a silk house gown innumerable j 
limes, but for the evening there must be 
a sutllcient number of costumes to keep 
any one from being worn often onougu 
lo be remarked upon. 

Small as they are, tlje ..sleeves of this 
winter's evening, gowns are unusually at- 
tractive. Tiny puffs of" lac«: _ and chiffon 
soften a handsome embroidered satin 
bodice, for all white sleeves, with just 
a suggestion somewhere of the color of 
the gown, are much in vogue at the mo- 
ment. Then the bodice and sleeves are, 
whenever possible, made all in one — 
certainly no seam is evident — but natur- 
ally with a silk or spangled dress there 
must: he some white lace or maline to 
relieve the color. This year oil both 
high and low neck gowns the surplus 
effect is in evidence, .hut either from the 
front or back the folds of the surplice, 
whether chiffon, lace or silk, are brought 
around ever the arm and caught down 
on the sleeves, sometimes in front, again 
in hack, according to the model of the 
waist. 

Spangled Gowns 

Black spangled evening gowns are still 
fashionable, but only in the handsome 
and most expensive qualities of net and 
jet, for such amazingly chenp spangled 
robes are now on sale everywhere that 
the poorer patterns bid fair to be hope- 
lessly ordinary. In spite of this, how- 
ever, for a serviceable inexpensive din- 
ner dress even the cheapest of these 
rubes will make up to be wonderfully ef- 
fective. Although the prettiest model 
for an all hack evening gown is made 
from a deep V-shaped guimpe back and 
front, of lace or plaited net, and the 
sleeves should also be of white, with per- 
haps a tiny cape or epaulet of the black 
net. One effective robe was a solid mass 
of spangles, half of thuin jet. half steel, 
and these were laid on in stripes gradu- 
ated in width from the bell. The only 
(rimming for such a gown can be placed 
al the decolletage, where there should 
be just a little rich white or cream lace 
joining the guimpe and tiny cleeves. 

For the debutante net and chiffon 
gowns, trimmed with ribbon and sprays 
of flowers, seem peculiarly appropriate. 
This year there are 'many exquisite mod- 
els in white and pale colored nets, des- 
pite the fact that this is already known 
as a silk and satin season. Although the 
heavier gowns must also be provided, no 
debutante's trousseau is complete with- 
out the delicate nnd dainty frocks of 
sofi, perishable- textures. Embroidered 
nets are always attractive, especially if 
the design is brought out more conspicu- 
ously by glass bend work on the lace or 
paillettes tracing out the embroidery. 
Iridescent spangles are smarter just now 
than the steel paillettes, which it must 
be confessed are somewhat hard in ef- 
fect. The white and gold spangled 
gowns, or the bronze, laid over a deep 
raspberry pink or any old shade of blue, 
is too effective to be lightly discarded: 
but on the whole it is only the spangled 
gown that is made up in some novel and 
striking way (hat is really fashionable. 

Brocade satin, satin finished silk — any 
texture, in fuel, with a soft natural 
sheen cannot fail this season to make 
a smart evening costume. There arc 
satins exquisitely simple and satins mar- 
velous!}- embroidered; brocades that are 
in themselves so handsome that any 
added trimming (apart from the lace 
berthal would seem a veritable crime. 
Then a brocade ball gown will be seen 
that is beautiful because of the hand em- 
broidery worked in between the designs 
on the material, while interspersed with 
Ihese truly gorgeous costumes one will 
pick out: a gown of silk I rimmed only 
with line lace and dainty flowers that 
will he perhaps the most attractive cos- 
tume in the room. All this goes to siiow 
the perfection of the dressmaker's art 
to-day. for here is illustrated so that 
all can interpret the fact that handsome 
materials do not necessarily make the 
most effective costumes nor cost alone 
t u rti out Ihe most attractive gowns. 
However, il is worth while, whenever 
possible, to put good material in a dress, 
and especially with satin or brocade the 
result seen in the finished gown more 
than justifies (he original expenditure. 

Many of the brocades this year are 
very beautiful. The large rose or penny 
designs are wonderfully effective, hut 
for one of slight, rather short figure a 
small pattern should be selected. White 
brocade, with a design of gold or silver 
instead of flowers, Is seen among this 
winter's novelties. Trlnmned with cloths 
of gold or silver or with lnce picked out 
in cold or silver spangles. Browns of Ibis 
texture will be quite as effective as and 
much handsomer than the spangled net 
robe. Then, loo, there are a number of 
brocades with a simple garland or flower 
design, the pattern being 1 raced out in 
gold or steel paillettes, whichever hap- 
pened lo accord best with the color of 
the brocade. Louis X VT. jackets of bro- 
cade worn over n skirt and vest nf-wh'tc 
lace and chiffon are still seen among Ihe 
evening models- ns well ns in (he recep- 
Mon dresses. The sleeves for (bis style 
of dress mav he either of the sill; or 
chiffon nnd lace, penernllv a lace puff 
falling from under n small nnner sleeve 
of the material being preferred. For 
a dinner gown -the- brocade coal and 
while lace skirt is n favorite model, in 
suite of its having been popular now for 
somo son sons. 

Whole gowns of cloth of gold or cloth 
of silver an- uol nearly so effective as 
one would imagine, for tlie material re- 
quires considerable trimming nnd-adorn- 

inenl to be shown to advantage, and for 
sonic reason few modistes seem to real- 
ize Ibis fact and persist in thinking that 
the material is in Itself sufficiently hand- 
some to make Inn very little trimming 
necessary. Made up, however, with 
spangled lnce, end if the material itself 
has some heavy embroidery of silk or 
ribbon work upon it, then the desired 
effect is brought out. Generally some 
decided color is needed, and Ibis can be 
given by a vivid pink or yellow rose be- 
ing placed in the corsage with a hair 
adornment lo correspond. One gown 
made up in cloth of silver was extremely 
pretty. The bodice wns made in the 



surplice effect, tlie material being crossed 
in front and hack over a chemisette of 
white lace. The sleeves under the. wide 
scarf formed by the cloth uf silver hang- 
ing drapery of white chiffon trimmed 
with bauds of the silver and lace, with 
an almost invisible undersleove or puff 
or white chiffon and luce caught into a 
narrow, straight band of silver. The 
long train skirt was trimmed with nar- 
row ruffles of lace caught up here and 
there wilh little rosettes of the silver, 
.lust in front in the corsage was a large 
musk rose of faint pink. 

Figured chiffons are in vogue once 
more hut the chiffons this year are far 
handsomer than any seen hitherto. Some 
have large allover designs in many col- 
ored Dowers, all on the softest, most 
delicate tints, with a wide border of 
black and white stripes over which the 
flowers climb in trellis effect. Then 
there are many chiffons that have only a 
wide figured border, which is used for 
the end of the skirt and is wide enough 
to make the low waist and to fall in 
'■ii pe effect over a lace sleeve. Often 
for the. evening this chiffon is made up 
over a pale shade of pink, blue, mauve, 
yellow or green, but any shade, no mat- 
ter how faint, is sure to take away a 
trifle from design. It is bettor to bring 
out. some one of tlie colors more distinct- 
ly by a satin girdle and are rather smart, 
but for ball gowns they are quite out- 
classed by the richdr brocades.

"I CAN SEE!" 

The Story of a Blind Woman Who 
Suddenly Recovered Her Sight. 

Loudon Chronicle. 

Miss Marin Goodyear, the Leeds wo- 
man who recovered her sight in so re- 
markable a manner after twenty years 
of total blindness, told the full story 
of her cure to a Chronicle representa- 
tive the other day. 

"Once I wns blind, she said; "now I 
can see. I can see you plainly, and 1 can 
wee what you are now holding In your 
hand — a piece of calico; but I am en- 
joined not to sew, or rend, and ns yet 
I do neither. My blindness came about 
as the result of a practical joke, whilst 
I was engaged ns a machinist for II. 
Oonyers in his boot and shoe factory, 
Groat Wilson street, Hunslet, some 
twenty-two or twenty-three years ngo. 

"1 was seated at the machine just as 
you sec me sit now (suiting the action 
to the word), when the calamity befell 
me. Behind was n table above which

To dust a room thoroughly, the fol- 
lowing articles are needed: Large calico 
covers to spread over beds and other large 
pieces of furniture, a Turk's head broom 
a hair broom with a long handle, a small, 
slender broom, a whisk broom, several 
pieces of cheesecloth wrung out in hot 
water and spread to dry just before be- 
ginning work. One should not dust with 
a wet cloth; a cloth slightly dump is tin 
admirable duster. Two or three, bags 
of unbleached cotton flannel made lo tit 
the broom and pulled together with 
drawing strings at the Wp of the 
brushes are needed, together with a car- 
pet sweeper and a clean, dry mop. 

IFirst tidy the closet shelves and wipe 
the floor of the closet. Then run over 
the small vugs with tlie carpet sweeper 
and put them outside. All small articles 
of furniture are dusted and placed In the 
hall; all ornaments are. dusted mid put 
awh'y in the closet. Table covers are 
shaken and folded' away in the draw- 
ers. The curtain poles and rings nre 
wi|ied clean and the curtains are light- 
ly 'brushed and pinned up; the chuirs 
;ire carried out; the couch or Bofa Is 
brushed with a whisk and covered. The 
rug is lightly run over with the carpet 
swee'per and folded hack. 

With Ihe 'Turk's head broom the ceil- 
ing, the projecting curves of the cornice, 
the top of the picture molding and the 
tops of the doors nnd windows are gone 
over; the inside blinds arc brushed and 
wiped. 

The wall is well brushed with the 
long handled hair broom, the pictures 
nre held out from tlie wall nnd wiped 
on top and buck nnd the wall brushed 
behind them. Every piece of furniture 
is moved out and wall nnd floor brushed. 
The rug is now opened out, nnd well 
swept and (hen gone over with the 
broom tied on one of the -cotton bags 
wrung out of warm water and a little 
ammonia. It. is then folded back and 
the floor is brushed with the hair broom, 
then wiped with the bagged broom. 
'The bags must be changed, as they get 
vsoiled. 

The woodwork is wiped with the half 
dry cloths, the covers removed from 
tlie furniture, which is wiped. Pictures 
! are wiped with a dry, soft cloth nnd 
L mirrors polished with witch-cloth or tls- 
! sue paper.

Stir all together and when 
hot add Ihe chopped vegetables and 
cook two hours. 

Chow Chow. — Chop one peck green 
tomatoes, one-half peck ripe tomatoes, 
six onions, three small heads of ciib- 
bnge, one dozen green peppers (seeds 
removed), three red peppers, (seeds re- 
mvetl). Sprinkle with salt and put in a 
course bag. Hraiu over night. In 
(he morning put in the porcelain ket- 
tle with two pounds brown sugar, one 
tahlespoonful each of, pepper and 
ground mustard, one of whole white 
mustard seed, mace and celery seed. 
Cover with vinegar and boil till clear. 
Seal up hot in jars.

Palms never should he allowed to 
stnnd in a draft, since nothing is more 
fatal to their well being, and the leaves 
are soon entirely ruined. Cure also 
should he taken mil lo bruise or brush 
against tin- leaves, or Ihey will become 
discolored art the tips and Iho general ap- 
pearance of the plant will he spoiled. 

India rubber plants re.ptire much the 
same treatment, ns palms. They should 
be kept in the light and luriirrl round 
occasionally, so that Ihe leaves may 
grow evenly. 

Tiny pots or ferns are pa nt icnlarly at- 
tractive for the table, especially during 
the season of (lower scarcity. 

They may be repotted in cheap open 
work blue and while Jnipniicsc pofs, A. 
laver of moss should he placed between 
tlie ouler polling of the earth and the 
open work pot, These will require daily 
soaking. 

If yon have other sorts of china Into 
which you wish to put growing ferns, 
remove (he ferns from the pots in which 
you buy them, place o light covering of 
moss around' the earth, and tie a piece 
of coarse- muslin round the whole, The 
ferns enn stand in (he various vases in 
which you wish to plnee them, nnd can 
lie removed for their daily snaking with- 
out disturbing flic earth around the roots.

Waterproof glue Is tiinnufnctured or gum 
ohollaelt three parts and India rubber ono 
part bv wel.glif, these constituents being 
dissolved In separate vessels, In either, 
free from nle.Vhol, .-(abject to gent hi heat. 

When thoroughly dissolved, the two soin- 
tlor.fl lire mixed anil kept for some tlmo 
In a vessel tightly scaled. 

This clue resists the iicllon of water, 
•both hoi nnd cold, ns well ns nio-s-r. nclrls 
and akalls. If the glue Is thinned by the 
admixture of ether mill applied ns a var- 
nish to leather along the nennin, wliero 
tills has been sewn together, lu renders 
the Joint or seam watertight nnd almost 
iniiHissiide to separate.

Black Forest. Theso peasants came 
to attend the festivities in mediaeval 
costumes, the same in style as those 
of centuries ago. Representatives ot 
European rulers that were present 
agreed that nowhere else was to be 
found a people that preserved so 
faithfully tho traditions of their an- 
cestors. 

Just when the Black Forest dress 
was fashioned no one seems to know , 
definitely, but peasants were wearing 
It in the fourteenth and llfteentb cen- 
turies, and since then they have not 
changed a scam or the placing of an 
ornament. Dress descends from one 
generation to another, and tho ward- 
robe of the modern girl contains gar- 
ments that have come to her from 
many grandmothers. The. dress of a 
little girl is only the miniature of that 
of her mother, and as she grows older 
the skirt merely lengthens and the 
bodice broadens. 

Years ago, when intercourse be- 
tween Hie people was not so frequent 
us it is now, when sprites and nixies 
were more numerous in the dark 
woods, and when robber barons' cas- 
tles wero on every commanding point, 
each valley originated its own cos- 
tiimo, and the people have religiously 
clung to it ever since. The women 
of each section know the home of 
those or another by the hats they 
wear, tho color of their bodices and 
skirts, or tho character of their ornu- 
m'ents. 

Although tho women of each valley 
have a distinctive dress, there Is a. 
certain general similarity in skirt and 
bodice. The costume is not graceful 
according to modern ideas, for the 
principal object appears to be to 
widen the body as much as possible 
by very short waists and hooped petti- 
coats which distend the hips. Tho 
skirts are dark, but below them may 
be seen petticoats o£ many varied 
colors. A vivid apron of ample size 
js worn, and another bit of brilliancy 
Is added by purple stockings with low 
Bhoes and silver buckles. 

In one valley the dress Is a great 
black cap which hides tho hair, with 
high crown embroidered in gold or 
silver, and having Ions black stream- 
ers that reach to the feet and broad 
hlack ribbons to tie under the chin. 
In another It is shaped like a man's 
silk hat, but twice ns tall, made of 
straw and sometimes dyed a. brilliant 
yellow and glazed. It would bo diffi- 
cult for even tho prettiest face to look 
well under such an orange mountain. 
1 In northern, valleys a close-hTtlns 



black cap with lace hanging in a be- 
wildering manner over the eyes is 
worn, and with this a straw hat en- 
circled with little silk balls, The mar- 
ried women are easily distinguished 
from the unmarried by the color of the 
ornamental tufts on their hats, for the 
matrons' arc always black, while the 
maids' are invariably red. 

But the special glory of the Blast 
Forest girl is her "schappcl," which she 
wears only on occasions of marriage, 
christening or some high feast day. In 
effect it is a towering bush covered with 
gold ami silver ornaments, scraps of 
pearl, coral beads, bits of glass, mixed 
here and there with artificial flowers. 
.Many of these are two and three liun- 
drod years old. and their value varies 
according to the wealth of the possessor. 

The glass ornaments which seem to 
form tlic basis of these remarkable crea- 
tions were brought from Venice and 
Florence by early travelers. Girls of 
succeeding generations, on their bridal 
days ,ir other festival occasions, have 
added the bits of coral and precious 
stones. Thr unwicldly decoration is tied 
on the body of broad ribbons, and to- 
gether with a wide Elizabethan ruff, a 
black dress, a string of ornaments 
around the neck and a silver girdle com- 
plete the wedding costume. 

There are usually not more than one 
of these headdresses in a family, yet. at 
the weddings id' the wealthier peasants 
in the neighborhood of St. George's twen- 
ty or thirty such ornaments may be 
seen at the ceremony and at the dance 
that invariably follows. 

The bridal dress of the Black Forest 
maiden is henceforth her festival gar- 
ment. The outfit that her mother gives 
her remains unchanged through ull the 
vicissitudes of her married life. In fact, 
the older the garment the greater the 
value it possesses in the eyes of the 
owner, and the girls who went lo the 
Grand Duke's celebration in dresses 
that came from the home loom 200 years 
ugo, and which had seen wear in ten dif- 
ferent generations, bad in peasant eyes 
the most attractive garments that were 
seen there. 

The homes of the Black Forest are as 
distinctive ns-tho people. They, are some- 
what of the fashion of the Swiss chalet, 
and lie sometimes far upon the hillsides, 
sometimes on isolated farms, or still mure 
often in groups in the valleys, forming 
towns which, with their wide streets, 
overhanging lamps and their carved 
wooden balconies, brilliant with flowers, 
appear with their background of dark 
fir covered hills like 'the painted scenery 
of the stage. Under the great thatched 
roof's with far projecting eaves are shel- 
tered not only (be peasant's family, hut 
all his domestic animals ami harvested 
crops. The entrance to I he barn is 
through a door in the middle of the low- 
er story, while the entrance to I he dwell- 
ing is by a Utile balcony leading from 
the side.

neys and (he smoke from the big oven 
finds its way out through the cracks and 
crevices. The timbers of the living 
rooms are coated thick from the soot of 
years, and the old beams when struck 
give out a metallic ring. The cattle and 
horses munch their hay ami grain just 
outside the kitchen door, while the fod- 
der and straw arc stored in the eaves 
above the bedrooms. 

The people themselves live a simple, 
unsophisticated life. In their earlier his- 
tory they were chiefly foresters and 
herders, but the land has become almost 
two valuable for grazing purposes, and 
tlie fertile spots in the valleys are care- 
fully cultivated, while the few sheep and 
cattle nre confined to the higher pas- 
tures. The German foresters have made 
such a thorough study of the section 
that now the Black Forest is one of 
their most interesting exhibits. These 
great tracts of woodland, owned in 
many eases by the municipalities, are 
carefully guarded. Each tree receives 
attention and none is cut down until an- 
other is ready lo take its place, so that 
the Black Forest promises lo be a for- 
est for many years to come. 

On the highest of the mountains, 
the Feldborg. (he Blaiien and the 
Belchon, herds of cattle mid sheep 
graze during I be summer months.

That prehistoric man existed in what 
is now the stale of Kansas more than 
20,000 years ago is the theory advanced 
by the paleontology department of the 
University of Kansas, and which it is 
now, after years of work, ready to prove 
by evidence. 

The complete skeleton of the fossil 
remains of a prehistoric buffalo (Bison 
Occidontnlisl, the first mounted speci- 
men of its kind in the world, is the last 
piece of evidence which the department 
has to contribute to the question of pre- 
historic man in Kansas. In the right 
shoulder 'blade of this buffalo, which 
was discovered in western Kansas 11 
years ago — the reconstruction was com- 
pleted only last wc;>k- r was found an In- 
dian arrow head. This buffalo was 
found ill the same geological formation 
as the "Lansing Man" which was dis- 
covered some two years ago. 

In the third story of the Natural Hi> 
lorv Museum building of the University 
of 'Kansas this buffalo of '20,000 years 
ago stands side by side with the skele- 
ton of the modern buffalo, the largest in 
the Kansas university collection, but 
fcmall indeed the latter looks when com- 
pared to its gigantic ancestor. King

The bones were packed securely ami 
Shipped back to the university. The 
finding of the arrow point associated 
with the remains of the buffalo caused 
no small stir in the scientific circles at 
the time. Dr. Williams, the paleontol- 
ogist at the University of Kansas, wrote 
a paper on its discovery. After Ibis the 
subject quieted down until the discovery 
of the much exploited Lansing Man, 
several years ago, and the chain about 
prehistoric man in Kansas was complet- 
ed. Mr. Martin, the assistant in paleontol- 
ogy at the university, left for South 
Ai'nerica on a collecting expedition short- 
Iv after the discovery of flic Lansing 
Man, so little was done toward the re- 
construction of the buffalo at that time. 

Last January he started the work and 
ever since then has put his entire time 
upon it. First be had to study the an- 
atomy of the modern buffalo and become 
thoroughly acquainted with it. Then all 
the bones had to be cleaned and the 
weaker ones strengthened with wires. 
Then came the greater task of putting 
them together.

Persons 
with a fancy for old furniture treasure such 
Uilng*; they belong to the tine art of fur- 
nlsbings, and at present are rather articles 
of so-called vcrtu than of utility. 

People do not often pause to remember 
mow much Ms owing to the patemltv of 
* hese olu chests. So far as Immediate uses 
<ue concerned the chest may lie Bald to 
Slave deteriorated Into the iner," traveling 
trunk, and that Itself lins often become a 
"aw article of tin. 

Vec it can be easily demonstrated that 
almost 6Vnry article of furniture in our 
homes has evolved directly from the oiti 
chest of wood or of stone. Only in one 
instance do we recognize the development 
— we still speak of a ebest of drawers. 

Tables have a similar origin. The old 
chests were often used as scats, and there- 
fore may have preceded chairs. "Wardrobes 
and book shelves ndso fulfil offices once be- 
longing to the chest. 

The cradle, the bedstead, spring Imme- 
diately from the same prototype. Home old 
.fashioned beds, like the one you read of 
in '•AVut.hering Heights," actually were en- 
closed with wooden panels. Mice a huge 
hox. in the enfi'ln the client. Is devoted to 
what was probably iis earliest, use. When 
archaeologists apply the term kistvaen t« 
the stone chambered graves t.Uat are found 
under the grassy harrows thov are using a 
word that literally means stone chest. In 
parts of iirltaln the coffin is still called the 
List. 

The chest tilled many uses in days when 
Oife was really more simple; modern neces- 
sity and luxury have not So much Invented 
as developed. Old carts were chest* with 
open top that ran on wheels; even the early 
Jfoat bad its points of resemblance. I.r we 
may take a common child's plaything a<» 
an accurate representation, we ran believe 
that the nrk of .Noah was nothing lint a 
Uiuge chest, with sloping top; audi perhaps 
the nursery toy is nor entirely fanciful. 

Classical stories tell us rant limine and 
Perseus were exposed at sea In nn open 
'box. It Is no great stretch of Imagination 
to regard the chest placed on wheels as 
Hie germ of the modern railway train, and 
the chest placed In the water as the germ 
of the modern steamship. The old chest 
is, therefore, the parent of many children, 
and Its history Is surrounded with a species 
of romantic glamor. 

Some of Its survivals are beautiful In 
themselves. We might ponder for hours 
by the side of the obi family chest In 
some country bouse, conjuring to our 
mind's eye the household treasures, the 
domestic lines, the bridal dresses, the care, 
fill gatherings of I he prudent housewife, 
that linvo reposed here securely from cen- 
tury to century. Here were stored the 
family heirlooms of apparel or of decora- 
tion; here wa.< the rich needlework that 
the young bride brought with her. 

It was customary for the marriageable 
maidens of old times to. have their chests 
In preparation, storing them with the linen 
that they spun with their own hands. Cy- 
press chests were preferred for this pur- 
pose, as being less liable to the invasions 
of the destroying moth. 

ii Is said that In this verv dnv in the 
Tyrol a bride rlde^ home to' her husband 
on her ebest; It Is her dowrv - -he i> taking 
to her home n treasure Hint shall lasl for 
many years. Klsewhere in Europe when 
a girl leaves borne for service in the old 
fashion that Is fast becoming rare she car- 
ries ber property with her In a square box, 
perhaps merely o fdeal. dear to ber as en- 
closing all. 

Poverty today repeats a condition that 
once applied to rich and poor alike; there 
are single room homes In gloomy alleys,: 
attics In dingy tenements, where von find I 
scarcely any furnishings but perhaps a box. [ 
Shakespeare te||s us to what uses such a 
box might be put In the past, but the box 
of which lie speaks was costlier in Its sub- 
stance and in Its contents.

These chests were often most elaborately 
decorated 011 front and sides and on the 
Inner side of the lid, the top being left 
plain', as more comfortable for sitting.

The work was 
done by heated skewers, chiefly employed 
for chests of cypress or spruce, and the 
adornment generally took the form of pic- 
tures, hunting scenes or mythologic sub- 
jects. 

Oak chests were carved, often with mar- 
velous Intricacy and beauty, often pre- 
senting In comparative miniature a coun- 
terpart to the carving that was common la 
churches at a time when artisans were 
artists; .some chests display a carving very 
similar to that seen 011 old bench ends and 
pulpit panels. 

Owing to the popular ballad of the "Mis- 
tletoe Hough" 11 tragic Interest clings til 
such chests, and the .story there told may 
be found attaching to many different 
houses, not only lu England but in the 
Continent, at least, proving how common 
these massive chests were and the possi- 
bility of tragedy connected with them.

The increase in the production of 
metals— especially in the United States 
—has been a most remarkable feature 
in the Industrial evolution of the last 
Quarter century. The output of pig 
iron in the United States has trebled 
in ten years, and reached 24,432,106 
tons In 1905, which was about equal 
to the total production for the rest of 
the world. The per capita consump- 
tion of pig- iron In 1905 reached G20 
pounds in the United States and was 
only (IS pounds in the whole world. 
The production of copper In the Unit- 
ed. States Increased from 25,000 tons 
In 1SS0 to 41,1,070 tons in 1905, or from 
a sixth of the world's output lo one- 
half. The annual yield of gold lias 
quadrupled In twenty-years. The out- 
put for 1905 is given by M. do Launay 
as 1,908 millions of francs, of which 
the Transvaal furnished 524 millions 
the United States 4S-G millions, and 
Australia 4,12 millions.

Clcrke's new "System of the Stars" 
gives the sum of the light of these 
northern stars as equivalent to 1,440 
of full moonlight; and the total light 
of all stars similarly enumerated In 
both hemispheres, to the number of 
about 900,000, is roughly placed at 
1-1S0 of the lunar brightness. The 
scattered light ^of still fainter celes- 
tial bodies is difficult to evaluate. By a 
photographic method, Sir William Ab- 
ney in 189G rated the total .starlight of j 
both hemispheres at 1-100 of full moon- 
light, and Prof. Newcomb, in 1901, 
from visual observations of diffused 
sky-radiance, fixed the light-power of 
all stars at just 728 times that of Cap- 
ella, or 1-S9 of the light of the full 
moon. It Is not certain, however, that 
the sky would be totally dark If all 
stars were blotted out. Certain pro 
cesses make the upper atmosphere 
strongly luminous at times, and we can 
never be sure that this light is absent

The difficulties of concentrating 
tidal power ami making It available 
are great, and so far it has been used 
only on a small scale and in a primi- 
tive way, but the near future will pro- 
bably see great electric generating 
plants established at favorable locali- 
ties where the tides run high and 
there tire natural storage basins. Some 
months ago a plan was worked out for 
utilizing the ebb and flow of the river 
.Seine. Assuming that lidal embank- 
ments were needed for padding the 
channel through the estuary. It was 
proposed that these be connected lo 
the shore on either side so as to form 
two huge reservoirs, each of which 
should be divided into a high water 
basin and a low water basin, the dls- 
•liarge from one to the othejr lo drive 
turbines. The available tide Is about 
leu feci. Kueli reservoir would have 
in area of about 2,500 acres, anil It 
was estimated that about 0,000 horse- 
power would be given off during the 
-ix hours of the rising tide. The cost 
of division dams, turbines and other 
work was placed at $60,000. From this 
the annual eosi of earn horse-power 
was computed at SS.00. Including land 
rent and Interest at 10 per cent., but 
this would rise to more than $1111.00 if 
the channel walls were to form a pari 
of the expense. 

The experiment of electrocuting 
cockroaches was tried by Edison long 
ago, and now a French electrician, M. 
Maurice Chaulln, Is making practical 
application of the idea. The new ap- 
paratus Is designed for killing gnats 
and mosquitoes. Two rings, one above 
the other, with a network of parallel 
and vertical chains between, form a 
cylindrical lantern, and in the centre 
an electric or other light is placed.

| What is an Adult School | 

tjrKtWftO^O^W^OPDOOOt^WC'W 
It has been asked what la tho signi- 
llcance of an adult school and on malt- 
ing inquiry tho following bits of in- 
formation have come to light : 

Is this a sort of night school for 
men whose school learning lias been 
neglected? No. Not at present. Origin- 
ally, about forty years ago, In Bug- 
laud, the Quakers originated schools 
to serve tho above purpose, but they 
were held not nt night, but on Sunday 
mornings. The principal reading book 
was the Bible. Now the rudimentary 
elements of an education receive at- 
tention only In certain adult schools. 
An adult school, as It might be easily 
understood in Olinadit, is not a term 
expressive of its real alms and pur- 
poses. 

Why adopt tho name, then? Well, In 
England it represents a very strong 
and Important movement, largely non- 
sectarian. The name remains, though 
the character of the institution in most 
places is greatly changed from tho or- 
iginal. To many people coming from 
the Old Land, who have boon mem- 
bers of such a school, or who may bo 
more or less acquainted with the help- 
ful, brotherly associations of the 
school, the name suggests a privilege, 
an opportunity, and :•. ptace In the city 
where thev will be warmly welcomed, 
where they may enjoy a frank, free 
and unprejudiced study o£ the Bible, 
in connection with a stated subject, 
express and hear views freely, calmly, 
respectfully concerning current topics, 
and feid at home. HOW extensive a 
movement la It in the Old Country? It 
is being taken up by many denomina- 
tions. There Is a large number of adult 
schools, quite Independent of any oth- 
er body or association. The Quakers 
alone give in the city of London accom- 
modation and their services to up- 
wards of sixty schools and about 90,- 
000 attendants. While outside, the 
Caflburys, the Fry*, the Rowntrees, 
tlie Uecketts, the HuntleyS and Palm- 
ers, and hundreds of other 
are' engaged In a WOT;
